BAPTISM 


Confefs, I have often been very ſerious concerning the 
| Doctrine of Baptiſms, and have not let any thinglip from 
me, written er ſpoken in Vindication of Baptiſm and 
Rantiſm, that is, Dspprng and Sprinkling, without ſerious Con- 
fideration, ſo to anſ\ er the Deſires of ſome ſober Perſons, but 
primarily Divine Requirings, I was induced to ſharpen. the Neb 
of my Pen, and to commit to writing my Belicf in reference 
thereto; and to the end L may the better be underſtood of fuch 
as read me, I have reduced the Contents of the enſuing Diſcourſe 
iato four Heads or Aſertions, which be as follow. 


I. The Baptiſm of John with Water, and the Baptiſm of Chriſt 
with the Spirit, were not one, and rhe ſame, but two, that is to 
ſay, Diſtint Baptiſms. : 


IT. John's Baptiſm, i or with Water, was a Figure, or a Sha- 
dow of Chriit's Baptiſm, in or with the Spirit, ſo thereby fulfilled 
and ended. 


I11. Chriſt's, Baptiſm x or with the Spirit, is the Baptiſm on- 
ly ro c@tine inthe Church of Chriſt rothe End of the World. 


I V. Rantiſin, chat is to ſay, Sprinkling of Infants, i « Caſe un- 
preſidented in the. Primitive Times an irrepetitions Ctiſzam ſprung

The Firſt ASSERTION, 


The Baptiſm of John with Water, and the Baptiſm of Chriſt 
with the Spirit, were rot one, but two, that us to ſay, Diſtintt 
Baptiſms. / 


'F: HE Truth of this is clear and cvident to every one, whoſe 
Eyes aze opened by the Influence ofthe Almighty, and I 
may produce a Cloud of Witneſſes for the Confirmation there- 
of, though indeed many late Writers and Teachers have and do 
affirm, That John's Baptiſin azd Chriſt's Baptiſm »wake but up 
one Baptiſm, that the Spirit goes along with the Water, making 
up one Baptiſm ; or that the Water thorough the Word of Inftitu- 
tion, hath a ſuper-natural Virtue, effeftual to the Santtification, 
Abluti. n, that is, Waſhing and Regeneration of Man: this is an 
Antichriſtian-Doctrine, to aſcribe ſach things to viſible elemen- 
tary Water, which are the Effedts and us of the- Blood 
- hriſt,the Water of Life, Jobn, Chriſt and Peter make them 
iſtin. 

Now for the determining of this Cantroverſie, obſerve the 
Record of 7ohn the Baptiſt, that is,. Fohn the Dipper; ſo calf d 
becauſe he was authorized to Baptize in Water, as alfo to di- 
ſinguiſh him from Job» the Apoſtle, Mat. 3. 11. 7 indeed bep- 
' Fize you with Water,%c.(faith John )but be that comes after me,(to 
wit, Chriſt) he ſhallbaptize you with the Holy Gho#t ant with 
Fire. Conſider this, 7ehn makes them diftin&t Baptifras, as if 
he ſhould have ſaid, I am to baptize with Water only, that is 
my Work, my Office, thereto I am commiſſioned from 
Heaven, even to wafh-the Body, the Filth of the outward 
mans but when Chriſt is come, ke ſhall- have Aothee 
Work, of a more Heavenly Nature; what is that? heſhall 
baptize you with the Holy Spirit and with Fire : he doth' nos 
fay, he will baptize you with Water, neither doth he ſay, he 
will haptize you with Water and with-the Spirit, _buthe will 
baptize you with the Holy Spiritonly ; fo that Zahn abſolutely 
co- 
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concludes them to be d:ſtint Baptifine, he with Water, C'.rift 
with the Spirit. 

Sce allo Mark. 8. where the very ſame Record is born of 
John's Baptiſm, and Chriſt's Baptiſm, 1 indeed havebaptized you 
with Water, but he ſhall baptize you with the Holy Spirit, Mark 
this, CI have] but [heſhallJ this denotes the two Baptiſins. 

Sceallo Luke the third, there was a great muſing about Fohy, 

as whetherhe was the Chriſt orno ;, people entertained high 
Thoughts of him, as being born in an extraordinary manner, 
and living in the Wilderneſs, his Apparel and Diet being unu- 
ſual, asa Raiment of Camels Hair, Locuſts aud Wild Honey 
being his Food, his Baptiſm was new and ſtrange ; theſe things 
being conſidered, occaſioned much Reaſoning among the peo- 
ple, as, whether he was the Meſſiaror no : now for a removal 
and ſcouring away of ſuch Reaſonings, Fob» tells them plainly 
and evidently, he was not the Chrift, Lake 3. 15, 16. ſaying, 
1 indeed baptize yen with Water;, my Work is to wath your 
Bodies with the viſible Element of Water, that's my Minifſtra- 
tion: but (faithhe) Amightier then I comes afier me, and he 
=_ baptize you with the Holy Spirit. Here John holds out his 
iniſtration of Water-Baptiſm, and the Miniftration of Chriſt's 
Spiritual Baptiſm to be diſtin&&. . 

See alſo Joh. 1. 3 3- where the very ſame Record is born, / 
with Water, which reaches to the Ablution of the outward 
Man; Chriſt with the Spirit, which is effeftual ts the Ablution 
or Waſhing of the inward Man. 

The four Evangelifts, who were ©%: wor, that is, 
divinely inſpired, are unanimous in the diſtin&ion of the Baptiſm 
of Job, and of the Baptiſm of Chr:fþ. 

Further, In Heb. 6. 2. the Apoſtle ſpeaking of fome of the 
initial Points of the true —_— makes meniton of the Do- 
Arine of Baptiſms, not Baptiſm, but Baptiſms, in the plural 
nufaber, and that theſe are Job's with Water, and Chris 
with the Spirit, may be proved by a fruitful and plentiful Har- 
veſt of Teſtimonies. | | 
So they err greatly who affirm that the Baptiſm of John and 


the Baptifia of Chriſt made up but One Baptiſm, it being fo 
F B 2 ears fs 
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evident in Scripture, that they were diſtinft, which may fur- 
ther thus appear : 


Firſt, They were diſtin in Name ;, for Fobi/'s Baptiſm till 
kept its Name, yea, when the Apoſtles ufed it, it was till cal- 
led the Baptiſm of Fohn;, why fo? becauſe it was requized of 
him, his Office and Work by divine Inſtitution, Joh. 1. 33. 
yea, after Chriſt's Baptiſm with the Spirit came in, 7ohx's Bap- 
tiſm with Water ftill retained its Name, as being diſtin from 
it, Atts 18. 24,25. 


Secondly, They were diſtinft in ManifeFation; that is, 
Chriſt's Baptiſm was to follow Fobzs,and did not go along with 
it, at the ſame time, as men now would jumble them together, 
ſaying, The Spirit goes along with the Water, and both make 
up but One Baptiſm, after the Refurreftion of Chriſt, before 
his aſcending; though 7ohz's Baptiſm had been uſed ſeveral 
vears, yet Chriſt told them, that what John ſpoke concernin 
him, of his baptizing with the Holy Spirit, was not fulfilled, 
but ſhortly to be fulfilled, As 1. 4, 5. Christ being aſſembled 
with the Apoitles, commanded them not to depart from Jeruſalem, 
but to wait for the Promiſe of the Father, which (faith he) you 
have heard of me; for John truly baptized with Water, bat ye ſhall 
be baptized with the Holy Spiri: not many dayes hence, which was 
fulfilled at the day of Pentecoſt: So that Chriſt's Baptiſm did 
not accompany 7ebx's Baptiſm, to make up one entire Baptiſm 
{oz it followed it ſeveral years after it : ſo that the Effuſton of 
the Holy Spirit is Chrift's Baptiſm, the great Bleſſing of Go- 
ipel-dayes, of the Evangelical Diſpenſation, which qualified 

..and doth qualifie to be the Lord's True and Living Witneffcs. 


Thirdly, John's Baptifm and Chriſt's were diſtin; foraf- 
much as thoſe that Fokr baPtized had need of the Baptiſm of 
Chrift: Now, if Fohz's Baptilm had been one and the ſame with 
Chriſt's, that only had been ſufficientz but John's baptizing cf 
them with Water left them in need of the Baptiſm of Chriſt : 
Zebulaid unto Chriſt (who came from Galiler to Fordan to be 
bap= 
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baptized of him ). 1 have needto be baptized of thee, and come 
thou untome? Mat. 3.12, 14. -Sothat Fohz the Baptiſt knew 
his Baptiſm to be inferiour to Chriſt's Baptiſm, ſo deſired more 
fully to partake of it. Sce alſo As 19. 1,2, 3,4, 5. Paul 
found certain Diſciple Partakers of Fehx's Baptifin, but they 
had not received the Spirit, as they themſelves confeſſed ; fo 
that the Spirit, and Water outward gonot along to make up 
One Baptiſin, Paw/laid his hands on them, and hey received 
the Spirit, ſo knew its Baptiſm; theſe had 7obn's Baptiſm be- 
fore they received the Spirit and its Baptiſm, which proves them 
diſtinct Baptiſms. ' 


Fourthly, They are diſtin, inaſmuch as the Figure and the 
Subſtance are diſtin&,as Circumcigon Outward and Circumciſi- 
on Inward were not One, but Two, that is, diſtint Circumci- 
fions: ſo the Baptiftm of John with Water, and the Baptiſm of 
Chriſt with the Spiriz, were diſtin Baptiſms, whereby theJun- 
ſound Judgments offuch appear, who afhrm, teach and preach 
That the Spirit goes along with the Water, and beth make up One 
Baptiſm; and that the Water is ſo influenced with a ſuperratural 
Vertne by the Word of Inſtitution, that Children (damnati priu{- 
quam nati, damn'd before they be born) are thereby made /Mem- 
bers of Chriſt, Children of God and Tnheriters of the Kirgdom of 
Heaven: And though ſince the Primitive Times, to fulfil Divine 
Praxdiftions, Darkneſs, yea, groſs Darknets hath benighted the 
Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, and the peccant Humour of Error, 
Hereſfie, Schiſm and Miſapprehenſions of Divine Truths hath 
been predominant in the infirm and crazy Body of nominal Ct rt- 
ſtianity, vetthe Loxd hath ſo far opened the Eyes of ſome, as 
that they have droppedforth Teſtimonies in Vindication of that 
Truth kere afferted, that is, that the Baptiſm of John with 
Water, and the Baptiſm of Chriſt with the Spirit, without 
Water, werediſtin& Baptiſms, and that none may have occa- 
ſion to zender this a groundlefs Flouriſh, I ſhall here fub,oyn a 
few Teſtimonies.

HE Living God made Man perte:t and upright at the be- 
inning, as a Garden watered with Heavenly Drops, 
beautified with Fruits of Righteouſneſs, according to the Na» 
ture of the nable Seed in him, yethe kept not his original Sta- 
tion, but was entangled in the Net of the Helliſh Spider;where- 
by Fruits of Unrighteoulſneſs ſprung up inhim, the Foundation 
of another Kingdom was laid, fo that a world of Wickednels

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Hammond, in his Paraphraſe and Annotations on Mat. 3.11. 
calls Zobn”s Baptiſm a Ceremony, Taying, John invtiated Diſci- 
ples with Water, bat Chriſt with Fige ;, yea, and-on Mark 1. 5,8. 
he paraphraſeth, ſaying, W-ter is theonly Signal that John »/ed, 
after the Jewiſh manner ; but Chriſt was to ſend down the hol Sp4- 
rit from Heavens, and js not Chriſt the End of Ceremonies, 1 pes, 
Figures andShadows? John's IWater-Baprtiſm, as all the Shadows 
of Mofes, were but to endure for a time; far as all the Prophets 
were #1141 John, ſo John was wnril Chriſt, and Chrift by bis interg 4 
Waſhing, the Laver of Regeneration, not only fulfiled and ended 
Moſes's Laver, but John's Fordan-waſhing, by fulfilling 1wardly 
that which they repreſemed outwardly. 


Obj. Chriſt himſclf was Baptized with I ater, doth nat chat ger- 
petnare Water-'Baptiſm in the Church ? | 


Anſw. Chriſt was Circumciſed, not that from thence Outward 
Circumciſion ſhould be continued; he went into the Temple, and 
taught there, and caft out the Prophaners thereof; he aid to the 
clenſed Leper, Go and ſhew thy felf ro the Prieſt, and offer a Gift 
according tothe Law, Mat. 8. ſo he was baptized, not that he in- 
tended thereby to pegpetuate or continue theſe things, Chriſt be- 
ing the Subſtance and Anti-type, owned the Shadows, Types 
and Figures in their place, and*this tended to the Convittion of 
ſuch who queſtioned the Authority of thoſe Typical Miniſtrati- 
ons. Baptizarm eft Chriſta a Tohayne, ut Fohannis mmifterinm 
approbaret, faith Martin: that is, Chriſt was baptized by Fohn, 
that he might approve of the Miniſtration of John, to juſtsfie it in irs 
Time, Place and Seaſcn, againſt ſuch as queſtzon'd the Authority of 
it. So*twasſaid, The Phariſees and Lawyers rejefed the connſel 
of God againſt themſelves, being not baprited of John, Luke 7.30. 
And Chriſt put a Query to the Pharifees, laying, The Baptsſzs of 
Fohn s it from Heaven,or of men? Luke 20. 4- Chriſt owning the 

Figures in their time and place, proved thereby their Inſtitution 
to be divine, but all this was before he was offered up ;. for when 
he was offercd up, then heþlotted out the Handwriting of; Or- 
dinances, took it out 'of —_ nailedit to his Croſs, Col.2. 14. 
2 When 
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When Chriſt, (faith Picator on this place) waz nailed to the Croff, 
even then the Ritual Obſervances of Moſes were ſore wounded, yea, 
ebeliſked. The firſt Covenant (faith the Apoſtle) ſtood only in 
Meats and Drinks, and divers Waſhings or Baptiſmg, and carn; t 
Ordinar.ces, impoſed until the time of Refer nation, the Figures, 
Which could nat perfe the Obſervers, as [(crtaijing to the conſcience, 
were rogive way tothe Evangelical and $ piricnal VT or ſhip —_ 
i: bythe Subſtace, Hebr. g. The Golpel-Time is a Time of Re- 
formation; ſo ſuch as ſtick to the Figure, and will not have the 
b'ack Lines of their Corruptions waſhed away by the Blood 
of the Limb, ſuch remain unreformed. Though Chriſt owned 
the Shadows before he was offered up, yet when he was offer- 
e1 up, riſen and aſcended, and the Promiſe of the Father fulfilled, 
the Spirit, whezewith Chriſt baptizes, revealed, then theſe things 
were not preached up, but againſt; then Paul preached againſt 
circumciſion outward, Gal.s .2. ſaying, If ye be circumciſed,Chriſt 
ſhallprofit you nothing, yea, he tell. them, they bewitch'd them, 
who entangled them in the droughty Deſert of Ritual Obfer- 
vances; and he preached circunciſion inward : Stephen bare re- 
cordſayins, The Moſt FH7h dwells nor in Temp/es made with hands, 
Afts 7, Yea, and Paul laid, The Prieſthood was changed, Hebr. 
7.12, Yea, and Paulſaid, Chriſt ſent me not to baptize, 1 Cor. 
1.17. ſaying further, There is one Lord, one Faith,. one Baptiſm, 
Fpbeſ.4. 5- There had been two Baptiſme, 7obu's with Water, 
Chriſt's with the Spirit without Water; but now the Shadow 
had givenway tothe Subſtance, one Baptiſm, faith he, and he 
tells what it was, by one Spirit into one Body, 1 Cor. 12.13. þ 
one Spirit,. not by Water: So that the Spirit's Baptiſm, which 
is Chriſt's Baptiſm, is the One Baptiſm which he preached up in 
the Churches: Who are of God, may read here the Temporary 
Baptiſin of Joh» laid afide, and the Spirit's Baptiſm ade up; 
Shadows have no footing in Chriſt's Kingdom, When Jefus was 
baptized, he went —_— out of the Water, and. the Spi- 
ri: d:ſcended like a Dove upon him, the Spirit wherewith Chriſt 
baz tizeth;- and a Voice from Heavenſaid, Thu is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleaſed, Mart. 3. and in another place, Hear ye 
kim: Not Moſes with his Layer-Waſhing, not Jobs with oy 
al- 
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dan-Waſhing,”hear the Son, who baptizes with the holy Þpicit 
a1d with Fire, not with viſible Water : thus the Legal Rues, 
which Chriſt allowed of before he was offered up, the Apoſt'es, 
aiter his returninSpirit, they teſtified againſt the fame, yet inſo 
doing were not Tranſgreſſors of Chriſt's Dofripe,.but had his 
Mind : Theſethings being truly conſidered, and weighed inthe 
Ballance of the Sanctuary, it cannot but.app@r, .that it ſhews no 
ſoundneſs of Judgment to plead, that Chriff's being baptized by 
Tohz, perpetuates Water-Baptiſm or Rantiſm in the Evangelical 
Diſpenfation. Paxllaig to the Colloſſions, if ye be dead with Chriſt, 
from the Rudiments of the world, why as though living inthe world 
are.ye ſubjeft ro Ordinances? touch net, taſle not, handle not, Col. 
2.20,21. Things that had beenof Divine Inſtitution, when con- 
tinucd beyond the Bounds of their feafon and time, became world- 
ly Rudiments and Doctrines of Men. 


Obj. Go ye therefore,and teach all Nations, baptizing them in the 
Name of the Fat er and of the Son,and of the holy Ghoſt; doth not this 
Inſtitution enjoyn all Miniſters to Baptize? 


Anſw This Scripture hath beenmuch abuſed by Tranſlators 
and Interpreters, and alledged to patronize the Formal Inventi- 
ons of men, as may appear by what follows, being truly interpre- 
ted tis thus rendred, Go ye therefore, diſciple all Nations, baptiz.ing 
or dipping them into the Name of the Father, and of the Son,and of 
the holy Spirit : and it makes nothing for Water Baptiſm, nor for 
Rantiſm ; for Chriſt having qualified his Apoſties to be his Wit- 
neſſes to the uttermoſt parts of the Earth, ſent them not to preach 
up /chn, and his V/YVater-baptsſm, but te preach the Everlaſting 
Goſpel, Chriſt, and his Baptiſm, which is ſpiritual : 7c-»faid and 
bare record, that be baptized with VVater ,, but he that was to come, 
Chriſt Jeſus, ſhould baptize with the holy ffirut. Now, to lay, 
Chriſt baptized with Water, orſent his Apoſtles to baptize there- 
with, is to queſtion the Teſtimony and Record of 1h, who 
ſaid, he ſhon/d baptize with the jy = After Chriſt was ri- 
ſen from the Dead, he met his Di{ciples on a Montain in Galz/ee, 
faſt telling them, that. all Power was. given unto him _—_— 
| an 
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and in Earth, then he informed them wh: t their Work ſhould 
be. 
Firſl, To D\ſciple the Nations; that is, by the Power of their 
Miniſtry to brins them to be Diſciples of Chriſt, tolcarn of him 
to know his Teaching, to take up his Yoke, to bear the ſame, to 
learn Obedience, to come into the ſelf-denying ſtate of Difciple- 
ſhip, to the wordMiginilly imports, faith Pwllenger, Zwingline, 
Leigh, Fiſher,c>c. Trapp. 

Secondly, He told his Diſciples, that they ſhould baptize 
or dip the Nations, not m the Name, but «ro the Name 
'of the Fat'er, &c. Dell, Fiſher, Hammon, Trapp. And what 
is it to baptize or dip into the Name of the Father ? Even the 
ſame that Paulſpoke of, when he laid, By one Spirit we are all baje 
:t zed into one body, 1 Cor. 12.13. So that it isthe Spirit that 
baptizeth inte one Body, as alſo into the Name of the Father, to 
ke a living Member of that Body, whereof Chriſt is the Head ; 
'tis the Spirit that effects this, not viſible Water. 

Furthermore, Chriſt in theſe words commanded not his Diſci- 
Fige+ to turn back to Fohn's Miniſtration, to dip them in Fordan, or 
in any other River, or in a Bowl, Baſon or Font, but into the 
Name of the Father,&c. which is no other thing then by the 
Power of the Spirit, whezeof they were Miniſters, to bring 
them into the Power of C 0d, to have fellowſhip with him throvg" 
the Spirit. Now, the Name of God is his Vertue or Power, as, 
In my Name they ſhall caſt out Devils; that is, in my Power , this 
Zwinglixa on this place obſerves. 

Teachers in Sprinklinz of Infants, which they call Baptiſm, uſe 
this. Scripture as a Form of words, faying, /baprize thee in th 8 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt;, which 
thing the Apoſtles did not, which undeubtedly they would have 
dence, if Chriſt had commanded it, # an abfolyte Form: 

Further, Zwinglius ſaid of thisplace, Ohriftus Feſnabaprs/mn, 
formulam qua uteremur, his verbs, non mftstnit, quemadmodum 
Theologi haTenw falſo tradiderunt : that is, Chriſt Jeſus did not 
in theſe words inſtitute a form of Baptiſm, which we ſhould uſe, as 
Dr 4nes have hitherto falſly tawzht. This was the Teſtimony of 
Zwineliw, who in his Day was a great Oppoler of —— 
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peaks fully to the ſame purpole. 

Again, This place cannot be.meant of Water-taptiſm,becauſe 
Paxl thanked God he had baptized none but ſuch and fuch ; for 
(faith he) Chrijt ſeat me not to baprize, but to preach the Goſpel, 
1 Cor. 1. 14,15,16, 17. yet he fulfilled that, Mar. 28. he prea- 
ched the Goſpel in a circuit from 7eruſalem to Illyricum, and man 
by his Miniſtry were diſcipled, brought into the ſtate of Diſciples, 
to learn of Chriſt, yea, and into the-Name of God, that is,into his 
Power ; many weze baptized into the Name of the Father, as his 
Sons ; into the Name of his Son,as his Jewels and Ranſomed Ones; 
into the Name of the Holy Spisit, as bis SanQtified Ones ; theſe 
knew the One Baptiſm, by One Spirit, into One Body. 

Why doth Paw/ thank God, that he baptized none bot ſuch and 
ſuch? 1, Becauſe he faw thcm idolizing and jangling about it, 
which he knew to be a thing not of abſolute Neceſſity, nox a Com- 
mand of Chriſt, but uſed or born with for a ſcalon, for the ſake of 
the Weak, and others, in refecence to John's Miniſtry, if he bad 
commonly praQtiſed it before, from his Practice, they might have 
been ſtrengthned in their Thoughts about it, he being a great A- 
poſtle. Sccendly, He thanks God, that he baptized none but ſuch 
and ſuch; And why ? Becauſe he was not ſent of Chriſto to do. 
Thirdly, Leſt tome ſhould ſay, that be baptized in his own Name, 
ather into his own Name, as the Greek Copies and divers Engliſh 
ranflations render it; ſeeing from Chrift,in whoſe Name he came, 
e had no Command ſo te do. What Ambaſſadour of an carth- 
y Prince, commiſfioned to treat with a forreign Prince, about e- 
pecial Matters ifhe fail, .in reference to the Contents of his Come 
iſhon, and treatabout Matters whereto he was not commiſhon- 
d; can he expe that his Prince's Favour ſhould be unto him as 
ew uponthe Graſs, or rather that his Wrath ſhould be as the 
oaring of a Lyon? Soifthat in Matth, 28. had been a Com- 
nd obligatory to all Goſpel-Miniſters,to Baptize with outward 
ater, could Pax! have Cauſe of Rejoycing in that he fulfilled 
t the Command ? Conſider this, and judge. 
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Chj. That in Mat.28. muſt nteds relate to outward Water ; for 
the Apo? les could not Baptize with the Spirtt. 


Anſw. Who as thusreaſon, are ignorant of the Miniſtry of 
Chriſt, which is a Miniltry of the Spirit; -for all that are ſent of 
"Chriſt, through their Miniſtry people are turned from Darknef; 
to Light, and.tranſated from D-ath ro Life, where Chriſt's Bap- 
tiſm is known ; and this they do as indued with Power from above, 
John 17. 18. As tho# haſt ſent me into the World (laith Chriſt) c- 
ven ſo ſend Trhem. And muſtnot Chriſt and tis Minifters be found 
in one Work?even to turn people from Satan's power to the Powe 
cr of God, where the ſpiritual Baptiſm is. While Peter preact - 
ed to Cornelius, and his Kinſmen and near Friends, the holy Spt- 
rit fell on them, 4s 10. wherein Chriſt's Baptiſm is. las 
ver Paul laid his Hands on certain, and the holy Spirit fell upon 
them, A+ 19. even that Spirit wherewith Chriſt baptizeth. 
Yea, andin As 26. Paul gave a Relation of his Call, as alſo of 
his Work; (faith the Lord)bave appeared xnto thee for thu purpoſe, 
to m-:ke thee a Miniſter : And what was his Work? In preaching 
ro the Gentiles, to open their Eyes, to turn them from Darkneſs to 
Light, from the power of Satan usto God, that they may recerve For- 
giveneſs of Sins, and an Inheritance among them that are ſanctified 
by Faith in Chriſt Teſus. Paul declared his Commiſſion to preach, 
andthe Effe&ts of it was glorious, Converſion, Faith, Remiſſion of 
Sins, SanQification, Salvation: he took not Fleſh and Blood into 
. counſel, evil Counſellors for the'Soul; but filencing Fleſh, en- 
tertaining a noble Refolution, he put himſelf into the hand of 
God, ſaying in effet, Te duce, wera ſequor , Te duce, falſa 
nezo. Conlider, Pal in and through the Virtue of him that ſent 
him, opened peoples Eyes, and turned them from Darkneſ to 
Light, and from Satan's power unto God : Were not theſe Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit's Baptiſm? Yes; for without the Spirit, and 
its Baptiſm, none come to God, nor out of Satanspowes: Thus 
Paul diſcipled the Gentiles, that received his Teſtimony, and bap- 
- . Ys P 
t1zed themin and through the Spirit, into the Name of the Fa- 
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ther, andof the Son, and of the holy Spirit; and this was an4 
is done, not by Water-baptiſm without, but by the Spirit's Bap- 
tiſm within. 

Again, 2 Cor.3.6. Paul teſtifies, That they were mad: of God 
able Minifters of the New Teſtament, rot of the Leiter, but of the 
Spirit,cven of the Spirit in which Chriſt's Baptiſm is revealed: And 
Paul demanded of the Galatians, ſaying, Received ye the Spirit by 
the Works of the Law, or bythe hearing of Faith ? Gal. 3.3. As 
if he ſhould haveſaid, Truc itis, you haye received the Spirit, 
but not by the Works of the Law, but by the hearing of Faith, 
ſo that the Apoſtles preaching the Word of Faith unto them,they 
—_ the Spirit, even that Spirit which baptizeth into one, 
Body. 

S that it is clear unto me, thatſuch as alledge this Scripture, 
Go axdteach all Nations, ba —_ them in the Name of the Father, 
& c. topatronize Water-Baptiſm os Rantiſm, that is, dipping. 
or ſprinkling, in Goſpel-dayes, they are Wreſters and Per- 
verters of the Scripture; and that this Scripture, as many others, 
hath in the dark Night of Apoſtacy been wreſted, perverted, a- 
buſed and miſ-interpreted, beſide what hath been ſpoken, may be 
more fully made apparent. 

Zxingluu and Fiſcator ſay expreſly, that * Chriſt Jeſus did not 
fin thoſe words inſtitute a Form ef Baptiſm, and that Divines had 
© taught falſly, who held it out as a Form. 

One Guliclmu, who was a Remwan-Catholick, taught, © That- 
© the Form of Baptiſm ſhould be thus, I baptize thee in the Name 
* of the Father, of the Son, of the holy Ghoſt, and of the tleſſed 
© Virgin Mary, Cent. 13. Mag. 419. | 

There was a certain Prieſt, who being a Lack Latin, ſaidin. 
baptizing, Paprizo te in nomine patria, et filia, et ſpirits ſanta; 
which is Pa: Latine, as Latinifts know ; about this there was ne 
fall contention, as, whether the Baptiſm was lawful, yea or nay, 
where Falſe Latin was broached; Bonifacius Biſhop under Car-- 
lus Magnus, was of Opinion, that the Party thus baptized ought 
ta be Re-baptized; ue which Pope Zacharias wrote to T eni- 
facigs, Thathe ſhould not be Re-baptized, fos that notwirhſtao- 
ding the Falſe Latine, it was wha Baptiſm; he alſo put him in. 

min 
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mind of the Cuſtom of the Church, that if any were baptized by 
Hereticks, ſuch ſhould not be re-baptized, but only purged by 
Impoſition of Hands : Thus Falfe Latin rem Day. 

A Biſhop of Pars in aSynod expreſſed himſelf thus, © Let Bap- 
© tiſm be celebrated with Reverence,andlet the Prieſt be very cau- 
* tious in the Diſtinion and Pronuntiation of Words, in which 
© all the Vertue of the Sacrament and the Salvation of Children 
© conlitt;, Stetat. Synodal. Odonis Pariſienſi: Epiſcops, This is a 
ſtrange, yea,an unchriftian Doftrine, denying the Virgin's Birth, 
Jeſus, by interpretation a Saviewr, in whom alone Salvation: is, 
and aſcribins the ſame to Wates without, Formal Words, Di- 
ſtintions and Prenuntiation without.

Anſw. As'it was ſaid ina certain Caſe, fo maylI fay in this, fu- 
dicis officinam et, ut res; #8 tempora rerun; Querere—— that 
is, A Judge muft got only enquire after things, but alfo after theix 
Times and Seaſons : True it is, the Apoftlcs for a ſeaſon praiſed 
Water-Baptiſm, not Rantiſm, that is, Dipping, not Sprinkling ; 
but whether they did it by Command,or by Pexmiſſion, hath bees 
a point of centeoverſic : As for me and Thouſands more, we be- 
lieve, that they did it not by Command from Chriſt, but teok it 
up, and continued it for a feafon, in relation to John's Water- 
Baptiſm, as Peu/{aid in a certain cafe, 1 Cor. 7. 6. Bue 1 Feak. 
this by Permi//ion, and not by Chumandwert. After the Aſcenfion 
ofChrift ſome of the Apoſtles uſed outward cucumcifion,not as by 
Chriſt's Command, but in relation to Mo/es, for their ſakes (for a 
ſeaſon) who were weak, or otherwiſe affetted, certainly know- 
ing that ſoon after the Virtue and Purity of Circumciſion made 
without Hands, wou'd put an End to Circumciſion outward ; for 
the Moſaical Shadows and Figures were the moſt truly put off 
when t' 6y felt the Subſtance, Chrift, the Life, the End of fuch 
things riſen in their mortal Bodies; for, as the Sun-light ſwallows 
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up the Moon-light , and as Darkneſs is Hhafed away when 
the Sun appears, and mounts up in its duſtre, & all our- 
Ward Shadows, Types and Figures, from the dayes of Righ- 
teous Abel to Fobn, were to vauiſh. as the Life of Ct:z'6 

came to he Exalted in his Church; John intimated thus muck 
when he ſaid, / wuft drcreaſe, be muſt increaſe : $0 John's 
Water-baptiſm was to decreaſe, John being a Fore-runner, and 
his Servant, was to _ up his Baptiſm ro Chriſt, Yea, and as 
a Servant to deliver all things into his hands, as Heir and Lor- : 
Tobr's Bapt ſin veached unto Chriſt's Kingdom, buthath no place 
- therein; yea, and to bring Shadows and Fizures into his Ing- 
dom, is (if rightly underſtood) antichriftian ; for his Kingdom 
is wholely ſpi:itual, and in his Churchhe is a Bundle of M ch, 
yea, that very thing which from Abel to John was repreſented by 
outward Shadows. 

So that thoſe the Apoſtles baptized, a« internally, Iamper- 
ſwaded, they did it for a ſeaſon inrelation to Job's Miniftration, 
for the ſake ofthe Weak, and of others, the Day being but even 
dawning, which was to put an End unto and fulfil the Laver-Wa- 
ſhing, yea, and the Jordew-walhing, as all other Shadvvrs from 
Abel to that very ſeaſon, 

And that they baptized on this Account, and net by a Com- 
mand of Chriſt, ſeveral Grounds iadwce me to believe : 

Firft, Paula choſen Veſſel, whoplanted many Churches, yet, 
altogether ceaſed from Job's Miniftration of Water-baptiln. 
aftes that he had uſed it twice or thrice, as probably all the Ape- 
ft'esdid, 1 Cor. 1. 14,15,16,17. he thanks God that he baptized 
none bu: ſuch and ſuch, ſaying exprefly, Chriſt ſont him noe to bay- 
tize, dip or plung thesr Bodies in Omward Water, theugb be did 4 
ro « few, yet he had ns command for it ; Hence it neceſſarily follow, 
that he a it by Permiſſion, in reference to Jobn's Miniſtration, 
for the ſake of the Weak, or of ethers, and the preſent time, till 
the Lord Chriſt, the End of all Figures, was mere revciled.in 
them : What was he ſent te do ? Te preach the Goſpel, Chriſt, 
and his Baptiſm, which waſhes inwazdly, fulfilling eutwazd Wa-

Sud, This Pau/, whe had the Mind of Chait, held = 
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but one continuing Baptiſm in the Kingdom of Chriſt, writing 
to the Saintrat Epheſus, he ſaid, There u ene Lord, one Faith, one- 
Baptsſm, Ephel. 4:5. There had been two Baptilms, John's 
with Water, Cirift's with the Spirit; yet the one is repealed, 
and not preached up among them. So to the wile in heart I ap- 
peal, whether this one Baptiſm he preached up, was 7obr's with 
Water, or Chrift's with the Spirit; and whatever thou be that

By one Spirit we are all baptized into one Body. Here thou may'ft 

be fatiched, he tells thee, there is One Baptiſm ; he allo informs 

thee, what that one Baptiſmis, not into /ordan, not into a Bowl, 

Baſon - or Font, but by the one Spirit into one Body. So to 

ercry ſecing Eye [obn's Water-baptiſmis here laid aſide, his Or- 


dinznce thereto repeal'd. Nowijt being that Paul was not ſent ' 


to baptize with Water, and that he preached up one baptiſm, and 
that of the Spirit, itneceſſarily follows, that whom he baptized 
with Water, hedidit by Permiſſion in reference to John's Min'- 
ration; Uſing and Inſtituting are two things; the Apoſtles Con- 
diſcended where they never Commanded. 

And whereas ſome alledge, The Exnxch ſaid wnte Philip, Here 
& Water, what deth binder me to be baptized ? Philip ſaid, If thou 
believe with alt thy heart, thou mayeſt, Aﬀts 8.

Wilfred, a Prevbyter, reaſoning with Biſhop Col:-man, about 
the time of the ce/evration of Eaſter, ſaid, * God forbid we ſhcu'd

© were theApoſile: on a ſudden able to aboliſh all Legal Obſervan-

«allowed of Head-ihaving, had his Head fhorn at Cencrea, pro-

Trucit is, while Peter preached the Everlaſting Goſpel 
unto the Gentiles, the Gift of the Holy Spirit was — out up= 
on them ; then ſaid Peter, Can any man forbid Water, that theſe 
ſhould net be baptized, which have recetved the Holy Spirit as well 
a: we? Acts 10.44, &e. The Grounds and Reaſons why Wa- 
ter-Baptiſm, ' 76þ:'s Miniſtration, was ſome time uſed for a ſea- 
fon in the primitive times by the Apoſtles, are before mentioned : 
I donot believe, that Peter had any more Command for Waters- 
Baptiſm then Paul had, who ſaid expreſly, Chriſt ſent me not to 
baptize, but topreach the Gofel: Yea, and this Paul ſaid, Atts 
20.27. Thave not ſhunned to declare unto you the whole Connſel of 
God. It ſeems John's Miniſtration of Water-Baptiſm's Conti- 
nuance was not of his Counſel: Where did he exhort Timothy, 
Tits, Philemon, or any ofthe Churches he wrote Epiſtles to, ta 
continue Water-baptiſm ? on the contrary he ſhews it was fulfil- 
led, ended, repealed, as hath before been ſpoken to, though in 
Relation to /ohn's Miniftration, and in Compliance with the pre- 
ſent State, he baptized ſome few, as others upon the ſame grounds 
did. Paulcircumciſed Timothy; yet in 1 Car. 7. 1g. he faith, 
Circumciſion ts nothing, and Uncircumcſion is nothing ; but the

Peter never aſcribed Regeneration to 
outward Water z neither did he preach, Trat Children 
(danmati prin/qnamnati;, that is, damned before they be born, as 
the Doarine is now) by ſprinkling Water upon them, are made 
Members of Chriſt, Children of God, and Inhexitors of the 
Kingdom of Heaven;but he aſcribed Regeneration to the Eternal 
Word, ſaying, Being born ag an, net of corruptible Seed, but of in- 
—_— by the Word of God, which lives and abides forever, 
Iret. 1.23. 

Peter, a Fiſher of Men, having caught a Draught of Genr:les, 
was right-glad thereof; fo inCompliance with the preſent Sea- 
ſon, as others did; condeſcended to Outward Water, which wa- 
ſhes the Outward Man, and might take Occafion therefrom to 
exhort them to wait for an Encreaſe of the Spirit's Virtue and 
Power, the Heavenly Baptiſm, which waſheth the Inward Man, 
for inward cleanſing; the EffeRt of the Spirit's Baptiſin is a gradu» 
al Work.

. Chriſt's Bapriſ 52 or with the Spirit only, « the Baptiſm that is to 
Contitnue #11 the Church to the End of the World, 


Obx being the-Fore-runner of Chriſt, according to the Fa- 
ther's Appoiatment, was to baptize with Outward Water, 
Fohn 1. 33. to waſh away the Filth of the Outward Man, . ſha- 
dowing out Chriſt ready to berevealcd, and by his ſpiritual Bap- 
tiſm to cleanſe the Inward Man, to make it a Habitation of God ;

Notrue Unity is out ef the Lords Name ; it is a ſtrong Tower, 
a Munition of Rocks; here {ecurity and ſafeguard isknown, a 
ſure and ſweet Haven to have recourſe unto. After Chriſts A- 
ſcenſhion, when the Spirit was received with which Chriſt bapti- 
zeth, the Churches were Witneſſes of t'1is Oneneſs; fo aut 
told the Galatians, Chap. 3.27, 28. As many of you as have been 
baptized inte Chriſt, bave pm 0n Chriſt; there s neuther Jew nor 
Greck, there ss netther Bond nor Free, there u neither Male nor 
Female; for ye ere all one in Chriſt Feſw. Thele were clothed 
with the Sun; theſe were beautiful through divine Ornaments : 
Coaſider this, it was not through Water-baptiſm, but through 
the Spirits baptiſm, that Chriſt was put on, that Oneneis was 
witneſſed. And 1 Cor. 12.13. Ly one Spirit we are all ba[bized 
into one Body : So who become living Members of;t' at Body 
wheresf Chriſt is the Head, and feel themſelves to be ofthe Cor - 
poration and Company of Bclievers, *tis through the Spirits Bap- 
tiſm, not through outward Water. And 1 Cor.6. 17. He that 
u joyued wats the Lord i one Spirit, Further, Pal to the Ephe- 
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ſians ſaid, Endeavonring tokeepthe Unuy of the Spirit in the Bond 
of Peace, Epl e! 4. 3. $o the Unity and Ungnimity is in the Spi- 
rit, in which Chrifts Baptiſin is. 


Ninth'y, The Spirits Baptiſm cleanſeth fromſin and iniqui- + 
tv, fo fulfils inwardly what. Jobn's Water-baptifm ſhadowed 
forth outwardly; 1 Cor. 6.9,10, 11. Paul wrote to'the Corey- 
thians, ſaying, Know ye mot that the Unrighteons ſhall net inher« 
the Kingdom of God: it isanundefiled Inheritance, the Unelean 
muſt not tread on that golden Pavement. And this Apoſtle ha- 
viag brancte] out ſuch and ſuch Workers of Iniquity, he con- 
cludes thus, And ſuch were ſome of you, but ye are waſhed, but ye 
are ſanfTified, but ye are \nſtified in the Name of the Lord Jeſu, 
and by the Spirit of our God. Conſider this, whenthey came to 
be Partabers of the Spirit, to know its Baptiſm,- then they came 
to he walhed, ſanctified, yea, and juſtified alſo. Tie fame A- 
poſtle wrote to the Saints at Epheſus, ſaying, Chriſt loved the 
Church, ard gave himſelf for it, that he might fan#sfie and cleanſe 
it with tht waſhing of Water, by the Word, #hat he might preſent 
it to himſelf aglorious Church, without Blemiſh, Spat or Wrankls.. 
Now *tisnot Water without, though man were waſhed a thou- 
fand times therewith, but the Spirit of the Lord, wherewith 
Chriſt baptizeth, where a Well of Water is knows ſpringing up 
unto.cternal Life, that effedts theſe things imthe Church. 


Texthly, The Spirits Baptiſm makes true Chriftians; fo deny 
it, an] [weep true Chri/tranity from off the Earth, Paul writing 
to the Romans ſaid, He is 1:0t a ew which ts one outwardly, neither 
is that Circumciſion which is cutward tm the Fleſh; but he u a Jew

Now who contend fer 14hn's Miniſtry, Water-baptiſm, be is 
Dippers or Sprixtlers, their diſceurle is of what the Saints en- 
joycd inthe primitive times, and of what Salvation ſhall be in a- 
nether World, not waiting for Salvation and Redewption in this 
Lifa ; but they that live not the Life of the Righteous, ſhall nor 
dyethe Death of the Righteous, nor ſhall have the Reward of 
the Rigbteous : but 1he Apoſtle Pasl preached preſent Salvation,

Out-ſides, 
Formaliſts, toſſed to and fro, as a Feather er Froth upon the 
Waves, hurried about with every Wind of Doctxine, like Glaſ- 
ſes blown into this or that ſhape at the pleaſure of mans breath; 
what are Profeſſors- that are deftitute of the Spirit and its Bap- 
tiſm? as hollow Trees inan old Wood, tall, but pithleſs, fapleſs 
and unſound. What are theſe lifeleſs Formaliſts? as a Bulruſh, 
whoſe Colour is freſh, Skin ſmooth, Body knetleſs, yetnothing 
is within but a kind of fpongeous unſubſtantial ſubſtance.

Now of the fore-mentioned Confuſion and Inventions con- 
cexning Baptiſm and Rantiſm, Dipping and Sprinkling, mere 
followeth. TWIT 

I profeſs, I have traced the ſteps of Antiquity, and have been 
diligent to ſearch out the Original of #rinkling, thax if poſſible 
I might find him out to whom this Tradition, Rants/m,: that is, 
frinkling, may cry Abba Father, and what I have found there- 
to relating, I freely commend to tim. that reads me, 

[ find it recoxded, that about the year 230. lived one Cyprixn, 
who was Biſhop ef Carthage, in which time the foggy Exhala- 
t10ns 
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tions of Darkneſs much aſcended % Hearts of the Profeſſors of 
Chriſtianity, yca, {0 muck as that Chriſt's Baptiſm in and with 
the ſaving Spirit, the Water of Life being much loft within, 
they began exceedingly to magnifie Water without, the viſible 
Element, thinking Wates-baptiſc. faxed, afcribing Waſhing of 
Souls, Regeneration, taking away af Original Sin, freeing from 
Perditien, and eternal Salyationto it; yea, and incffett the Be- 
lief of- this Doctrine remains, and in ſuch as would be accounted 
high Sharexs in Reformation, that the thing is ſo, multitudes of 
Tefſtimogies might be produced. 

Whense (faith Augaſtine) hath Water ſa wich Virtue, a1 that 
it touches the Bedy, and waſhes the Heart, Auguft. in Hom. 8. 

Through baptiſmal Water men paſt from Earth to Heaven, \aith 
Ambroſede facramentis. 

As Water extinguiſheth, cleanſeth, and whiteneth above other 
Liquors, ſo in baptiſmal Water fleſhly Luſts are quenched, Sin 
beth original ad attual waſhed away, [nnoeency be: atten, (aith 
Mlzermn. : 

Not particular men only, but even Councils were involyed in 
this erroneous Conceit and Miſapprehenſion. 

The Council of Florence taught, That by Baptiſm we are ſpiri- 
tually born again ;, and that it imprints in the Soul 4 Char:ter, 
that ts, ſome ſpiritual ſign ;, nideleble, that w, which cannot be b(cts 
redout : and turther, That we are thereby made Members of Chriſt, 


of the Body of the Church, Summa Concil et Pontif. 


The Trent Council taught, Thet by Baptifin we put oz Chriſt, 
and re thoronghly made New Creatares. 

Children dying without it, ate by the Reman-Cathelichs ace 
counted Heathen, and muſt not be buried in Hollowed Mould, 
Chvrch, or Cvurct-Yard, Proteſtants dancing after the ſame 
Pipe,account fuch {Ze-then, an! wanting their Chriſtendow,fo bury 
thein bebind the Church, fo called, | 

This ancient Error of m2 enifying outward Water, when the 
the puriſving Virtue of the Water of Life was loft, yet ret 
mains; *cis read in che beginning vi the old Catechitfi of preſent 
allowance, Ay Co futhers and Godmathers in ” Bapriſm wherein 
Ina made a emer of _— a Child of God, and ay” 
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of the Kingdom of God. Isnot ack unſpeakable Virtue aſczibed 
to baptiſmal Water. 

Mayer, in his Explanation of the Engliſh Catechiſm, para- 
phraſing on the befoxe-cited words, faith, Outward Water make 5 
none Partakers of ſuch Priviledges, and that the Externals of whe 
New are of no more Vertue then the Externals of the Old Teſta- 
went ; alledging, that in Chrift Jeſus neither Circunciſton avails 
any thing, nor Uncircumciſion, but a New Creature, aigd the keep- 
in; of the Commandments of God. Baptiſm ({aith he) confers 
not Grace, ex opere operats, 4s the Church of Rome teaches ; 
and if not Grace, neither theſe precious Fffefts of Grace, neither 
external baptiſmal Water any more effettual then the Blood of 
Bulls andGoats to take away fins, Hebr. 10. 4- 

But toreturn from this digreſſion, in Cyprian's Age, though 
the Degeneration was not fo great and general, as after- 
wards it became, yet they greatly magnified Water, and afcri- 
bed Salvation to it; ſo that converted Perlons deferred their Bap- 
tiſm to as near their Latter-end as they could gueſs, ſo that they 
might have an Evidence of the Remiſſion of their (ins all at once; 
they were not willing to have it before, leſt by after-ſinning they 
ſhould loſe their-Evidence : now in propounding this End to them- 
felves, ſometimes they deferred their Baptiſm ſo long, as that 
through Extremity of Sickneſs and Weaknefs, or the like; they 
could not be baptized, that is, _ ; then one Adagnu enqui- 
red of Cyprian, What they fhould ds in ſuch acaſe? Cyprian 
anſwered, Seeing it could not be done 45 it ought without the hazard 
of the ſick Perſons Life, they muſt doit au well as they conld, ſo that 
they might bave the Element of Water applyed to them on their Beds, 
ſprinkled upon them, alledging Ez.36. I 1iH ſprinkle clean Water upon 
them, yet if they were reſtored again, they ſhould be dipped in a River. 
Now Cyprian allowing of fprinkiing in this caſe, people would 
make ufe of it in other cales;fee Cypriar's Epiſtle to Magam Here 
youſee the Author of Ranti/»,, that is, Sprinklsng, not Chriſt, 
nor the Apoſtles, but Cyprian; not in the dayes of Chrift, but 
fome Two Hundred and Thirty Years after; yet not Infants, but 
Old People were ſprinkled. Alſo he pleads for the rinkizng of 
new converted Priloners in the Prifon-houſe ; by degrees _

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let inthe Cuft»m of Sick Childrd, afterwards of All Children, 
Cypr. Lib. 4. Epiſt. 7. Magdib. pag. 126. 

For further confirmation hereof, Muſculu faith inhis Common 
Places, pag. 741. Anciently very many did defer their Baptiſm to 
the very ntmoſt tem of their Life, tothe end that they might depare 
pare and blameleſs ont of this Life, and ſothey did nor ſuffer then- 
. ſelve: to be | aptized, except in their Bed, and that by fprinkling 

only gn the very point of Death,that they might dye with an Evidence; 
for this cauſe theſe were called Clinicks, that s, Bed-rid, and 
Clinick Baptiſm : 2 this ma7ner Conſtantine the great, the Son of 
Helena, a zealous Profeſſor, was baptized when about Sixty Five 
years old, being ſick, and dyed a few dayes after, Socrat. Scholaſt. 
lib. 1. cap. 26. Mark this, that in the coming in of Rants/m, 
that is, fprioxling , Old Men were ſprinkled, not Infants. 

In early Ages of the Church, Baptiſm (taith Cave) war defer- 
redtil{old Age. 

Baſil Biſhop of Ceſaria, thouzh born of believing Parents, 
as his Father being Bifhop of Niſen, was not baptized till aged, 
Ofiander, Cent. 4-lib. 3. 

Theodoſiua the Emperor, though born of Chriſtian Parents, 
and inſtructed in the Faith, yet was not baptized tillaged, #'- 
ſtoria tripartita, lib. 1. 

Further, Tc Bohemian Confeſſion holds out, that Baptiſm 
for the moſt part was adminiſtred to Men of riperyears. 

In Alexandria the holy Scriptures were read and interpreted 
by the Unbaptized, as well as by them that were Baprized : 
Which thing plaialy evicences, that they aſcribed not that vir. 
tue to Sprinkling ot Inſants,as afterwards mendid,and now do. 

It was a Cuſtom amonz the Ancients, that they that were 
baptized, .were baptized Naked, ſuppoſing that as they were 
ſtripped of their Garment, ſo by baptiſmal Water the old man, 
that is, in-dwelling fin and corruption was put off, Welfgangas 
Adunſculu Dnſanm in his Comment on the Pſalms. This Cuſtom 
centinued very long, as Authors lay. 

They had a Cuſtom. inthe Primitive Charch(faith Trapp an Col.2. 
12, )that the Party to be baptizedclod himſelf with oldcloaths, Which 
he put off when he entred into the _—_— Water, and at his coming 

o ont 
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ext he put on new Clothes : What did they fignefic bereby? That they 
conceived, that by the Virtue of baptiſmal Watcr, they put eff the 
rotten Rags of Unrighteouſneſs, and put on th: Farmezt of Ri;btc- 
onſneſs and Salvation. Thus the Water of Lite being much loft 
within, which cleanſeth, waſheth, purifieth, ſanftifeth and ta- 
keth away Spots,Blemifhes andfpiritual Deformity, they aſcribed 
this Work to Wates without. 
One ſaid, 
Ardua ſacrati baptiſmati anla coruſcat 
Qno delifta Ade C briſtus in amne lavat. 


After this it came to be conſiJered , that many dyed 
before they became old, therefore-it was decreed, That Chil- 
dren, when growing to years of Diſcretion, ſhould be in- 
ruſted in Chriſtian-Principles, and then baptized. Zminglins 
faith in his Book of Artieles, That C hildren were alwayes openly 
inſtruted, end when their Faith had, wade an impreſſion inthew 
Hearts, and they corfefſed the ſame with their Momthes, then 
were they admitted to Baptiſm. Here was Teaching before Bap- 
tiſm ; but now they Sprinkle Infants, and many years after teach 
them. 

The one Baptiſm, by one Spirit into one Body, being much 
loſt, then they re-aſſumed Fobn's Miniftration of Water-Bap- 
tiſm, or an Imitation thereof. Johannes Bohexaine faith, In time 
paſt it was the Cuſtom to adminiſter Baptiſm alone ts thoſe that 
were inftruſed inthe Faith, and were before Eafter (ſocalled) 
and Pexteceſt catechized, and then upon their Confeſſion they 
were baptized ; this was done twice a year, at Eafter (fo 
called) and Pentecoſt; fuch as were baptized put on a White 
Garment when they came out of the Water, for the aforeſaid 
Reaſon, or in token of that innocent courſe of Life they had en- 
gaped towalkin; this White Raiment, being exorcized and ey. 
fiffed with ſuncry Ceremonies, * they wore till the Sunday after 
Eaſter (ſo called) and on thatday putit off; which Day, from 
thoſe White Rayments, was called Dowsnics in Albrs, that 
is, The Lord's Day in White. Concerning this: Laftantiuu 
faid, | 
Fulgentes 
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Fulgentes animas veſtis quoq; candida fignat 
Et grege de niveo gaudia paſtor habet. 


White Raymerts Repreſent Souls chaſt and pure ; 
The Shepherd for bis Flock takes Gladreſs ſuve, 


The ſame Ceremony was obferved by thoſe that were baptized 
at Perreceſt ;, ſo from their White Rayments Pentecoſt came to be 
called Whit ſungay, that is, White-Sonday, in Memorial or Imi- 
tation thereof : When Infants are now baptized, they have on 
their Heads a White Cloth, called a Chriſome, Fohan. Boheming 
de gentines moribua, lib. 2. Cambaens Brei, pag. 768. Cave ighis 
Primitzws Chriſtianity. 

Pope Sir:0144, in the year of the Lord 389. decreed, That 
Baptiſm ſhould not becelebrated but at the aforeſaid two [eaſons, 
Eaſter and Pentecoſt, Summa Concit. et Pontif. 

Baptiz ing at theſe ro ſeaſon became almoſt Univerſal, ſaith 
Caſſander de Baptiſmo. 

Thes haſt received after Baptiſm (ſaith Ambroſe de facramen- 
tis) aWhite Rayment, 4 Token that thou haſt put off the Pleaſure 


of Sin, and haſt put on the chaſt or yurs Raywert of [nnocensy. 
Lather, Bullenger, Eraſmau, Ludovicw V rves, Melartten, Beta, 


Bucer, Auguſtine, Marlelat, Chamiar, Hammond, Field, Hugo 
Grotizs, Z ninglius, Taylor, Pareni, Tertulian, Origen, Cyprian, 
Euſebins, Heracles, Dyonyſins, Athanaſuns, Hillary, Baſil, Grego- 
ry Natianten, Ambroſe, Arnobius, Ferom, fourth Conncil of 
Carthage, the Conncil of Laodicea, the Comncil of Neocelaria, 
Balſam, Zoxer a, Walafridns Strabo, Mowſicur Daille, Beats 
Rhenanns, and Angaftine in his Book De Fide, gave in their re- 
ſpeive Teſtiinonies, that inthe more early Ages of the Chureh, 
Repentance, Conteſſ.on of Faith, and Inſtruttion in Chriſtian- 
Principles, was commended to people as the only Qualifications 
for Baptiſm ;, thoſe thus inſtruſted in Chriſtian Principles were 
called Catcchumens, fo were admitted to Baptiſua, which Cuſtom 
(faith Z wing lins) 1 wiſh it were in uſe in our Age: Angaſtine aud 
others charged their Opinions, if their Writings be not corrupted, 
by the Index expurgaterins, | 

HAn7 1ſt rae 
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Ang «ſtire; the Sen of the vertuous Monica, being inftrutted 
inthe Faith, was not baptized till about the thirtieth year of his 
Age, as faith Nauclerns, inthe year 391. His Mother would 
not have him baptized young, left through youthſul Propenſity 
he ſhould tall into fin, which after Baptiſm would be greater and 
more perilous, as ſhe conceived, White's Apology tor Knſhwerth's 
Dialogues. 

Gregory Nazianzen, born of Chriſtian Parents, his Father 
being a Biſhop, was baptized about the twentieth year of his 
Aze, Ofander, Cent. 4. Lib. 3. 

Lmbro'e, born of Chriftian Parents, remained inſtpuQed in 
Chriſtian Principles, and was unbaptized till he was choſen Biſhop 
of Aillain, Paulinus in vita Ambrofj. 

Jerom, born of Chriitian Parents, was baptized when about 
thirty years old, Eraſwasin vita Hieron. 

Chryſoſtow, born of Chriſtian Parents, was not baptized till 
tte one and twenticth year of his Age, Euzo Greezms on Matti, 
19. 

Neftarins was made Biſhop of Cenſtantinople before he was 
baptized, Yoſſins de bapti/mo, pag. 106. | 

In Northumberland is a River called Glez, im which Paxlinus 
(coming into thoſe parts with the.King and Queen, and ftaying 
there fome thirty ſix dayes) baptized many, all which time he 
 {pentin catechizing an1 baptizing, being inſtruted, he baptized 
them in the.River Clez; "theſe were not Intfant:, neither were 
they ſprinkled at a Baſon, Bowl or:Font, but they were return- 
ed to the Shadow, 'Canb. Bret. 

- Baſil ſaid, None were to be baptized, but the Catechnmens, 
that is, ſuch as were Culy inſtruſted in Chriſtian Principles, Lib. 3. 
contra Frnominm. 

Dr. Tayler, mentioning the Canon, pas, 238. faith, * Tr inti- 
* mates a PraCtice abſo!utely univerſal in the Church of interroga- 
* tin3 the Cateckyncrs, concerning the Articles of their Creed, 
* which is one Argument, that either they allowed not of Infants 
* Baxt:ſm, or that they Cid prevaricate egregioully in a«king Que- 
*{tions of thera, wt .o, as themlelves well knew, were not capable 
'4 of anſwerin2. 

Now, 
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Now, what high Thoughts they had of Baptiſm, what Virtue 
they aſcribed to it, how they magnified it, further appears by the 
Canon of a Council under Pope Howorix: the firſt, who put forth, 
that No commemoration of an holy Oblation, wor the Office of Sinz- 
ing ſhould be beſtowed on thoſe Catechumens, that dyed without the 
Redemption of Baptiſm, Concil. Bacarenſe fub Monorio primo, 
vide Summa Concil. et Pontif. 

In the dayes of the Apoſtles, when the Woman was clothed 
with the Sun, the Church was beautified with the Garments of 
Chriſt's Righteouſnefs and Innocency, Satan operated ro entangle 
them in the Net of Shadows, Elements and beggarly Rudiments, 
as appears by Paul's Epiſtles to the Galatians. Collpſians,&e Now 
after the Apoſtles dayes, as Satan, the old Adv » WaS-more 
and more prevalent, ſo the purifying Faith, and the bleſſed, pri- 
mitive, apoſtolical Order was more and moredeparted from, the 
one Baptifio, which is ſpiritual, was io a bigh meaſure loſt, then 
they began to re-afſume 7obn's Miniftration of Water-baptiim 
without, or an Imitation of it, as dipping or fprinkting Aged Peo- 
ple, baptizing Middle Age, Youth after they weze categhized ; 
and as Darkneſs encreaſed, Inventions were multiplyed, and cn- 
tred the Throne of the Hearts of Chriſtianity, as {prinkling of 
Infants, Godfathers and Godmothers, Chriſm, Chriloms, Fonts, 
&c. in this Apoſtacy they aſcribed the virtue of Saving, _ 
ing, Regenerating, inward Waſhing te Baptiſmal Water with- 
out, as now, of making Members of Chzift, Children of God, 
&c. Fobhnaſcribed noſuch Virtue to his Baptiſmal Water, but 
only uſed it as a Figure of that inward gry, ſhould be 
witnefſedin the Church, by the Baptiſm of Chriſt in the Spirit, 
without Outward Water. 
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Of the Original and Progreſs of Pxdo-daptiſin, rather Pxdo- 
_ rantiſm zow, that «, Sprinkling of Infants, 


| AT this it was conſidered, that many Infants and Children 

dyed before they were capable of catechizing and inſtruct- 
ing inthe Prinaples of Chriſtian Religion, and being doubttul 
concerning the Salyation of ſuch, they wrote to Angn/tine the 
Father, to have his Thoughts concerning the State and Caſe of 
ſuch as dyed unbaptized : To whom Awgnſtine returned this An- 
iwer, Jnfants, who whether they begin to live in the Mothers 
Womb, and there dye, or being born of thiir Mothers, depart ont 
of the World withont the Sacrament of holy Bapti/m, they are dam- 
wed, being guilty of Original Sim. 

Conſider the Fury of this Uncharitabic man, how he plants 
his great Gun againſt innocent Chi!dren. Chriſt told certain, 
that they muſt become as Little Children; which implies Children 
to be harmleſs and innocent, elſe they could not entes into the 
Kingdom of Heaven: But this Asz«/t:ne taught, that Infants 
born or unborn are darned if they dye without Baytiſm. Tru- 
ly he wasſtiled, Darus pater infantum, a hard Father to Infants. 
Again, He aſcribes to Outward Water the waſhing away o: ori- 
ginal Sinand aQuuil alſo; ſo fers corruptible Water in the place 
of the Blood of Chriſt, which indeed cleanſeth from all Sta. 

Cafſj:odor on Pfal. 5. thus wrote, That im Z aptiſm Original Sins 
and Offences are ſo cleanſed, that it reſtores us tothat Purity in which 
Adam was creatcd. 

Conſider into what a Gulf of Error thi: Doctrine leads ſuch as 
receiveit, aſcribing the cleanſin2 away of $:n ts outward Water, 
yea, and that it reſtore to that Purity in which Adam was crea- 
ted: When ſuch poylonous Pills as thete were fwallowed, fuch 
pernicious Doctrines credited, that Childrea quickened in the 
Womb, or brouzht forth, dying without Water-baptiſin, were 
dainned; and that by Water-haptilm they were cleanſed, and 
made 
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made as pure and innocent as F/ 4.4 was before his Fall, from fig 
accompts as thele the Neceility of Infants-Baptiſos was concluded, 
and the Danger with out it,and the unſpeakable Benefits of it; thus 
were Monſters conceived & brought forth gut ef the Womb of Ig- 
nerance,aad further to beget reople into a Venecation & Eftcem 
of it, itmuſthavye ne lower Title and Denomination thea of be- 
ing Chriſt”; Ordinaxce;, and thoſe Scriptures which were {oxen of 
Chaift's Baptilm ip tke Spirit, ef the Watex of Regeneration, 
muſt be wreſted ang perverted to defend Water-Baptilmn and Ran- 
tifmy yea, and the DoQtrine of Auguſtine, and fuck like, heing 
roated in mens Bclicf, Sprinkling of Infants muft be accounted 
Chriſt's Ordinance, and all that Ceny the ſarye wut be branded as 
Hereticks and Schr[maticks. 

And that Auguſtine, Falgentiue, Leewardua Cognac, Caſſan- 
arr, and many of the Ancients were of Opinion, That Chil- 
dren, berm or wnbern, if they dyed withent Baptiſm, were damned, 
Eccleliaftical Hiſtory plentitully ſhews; Augaſf. 4d vicentivas Vi- 
theorem, Fulgerting, Leenardns Coquess in Augaft. de Ciuit. Dei 
Anugnſt. ds fide ad Patrumw Dixconum, Caſſander de bapti/me, 
Epitome oper uww Aug aſt 114, pag 75. 

Again, Some will have Pade-bapriſms or Pade-rantiſe, that is, 
dipping or ſprinkling of Children, to be of mere Antiquity then 
cn for *tis recorded, that 8hout the year 248, lived a 
Prieſt called Fidnus, who willed people to baptize young Chil- 
dren according te the-manner of Circumciſion ; about which 
thing Cyprien with 6xty fix Biſhops and Eldexs gather's together, 
ordained, That Children ſhontd timely be baptized, as well before 
a1 after the righth day. 1t ſeems the DoQrine of Fi4ws concern- 
ing Dpping or Spriak/vag of Children was new, and fecmed 
Arrange to Cyprian, ſeeing he would pot ratific nor confirm the 
{ame without the Sentence and Advice o! fizty fix Biſhopsz hat 
it been commanded by Chriſt, pra ifed by 1%: apeſtles, and 
continued in Mattes and Manner to (v3.45 5 dayes, there had 
not been a Neceſſity for the concourſe oi fo many Biſhops concer- 
ning theſame: and though Cyprian keve exjoyned Baptizing of 
Children, yet a few years betorc, he was tor the Dipping er 
Sprinkling of Agcd People. _ kis Epiflle to Magna. i 

ow 
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Now Cypriax and his fellow Biſhops allowing of Childrens 
Baptiſm, hence it got gyeat entrance among the Churches pro- 
feſling Chriſtianity , ſo that Caſſander, inhis Book de Infaurinns 
baptiſmo, faith, that Bepriſm of Infants cams ts be wth w/td by 
the Fathers, who lwved ſome three hundred year: after the Apoſtles. 
He excludes it frem being Chriſt's Command, or practiſed by the 
Apeſftles. | 
As the Apeſtacy was more and more maniteſted, Sun and Air, 
the Purity ef the primitive Church, through the Smoak of the 
Bottomleſs Pit, darkged, then Traditions and Inventions of 
men were multiplyed, then the Neceffity of Infants Baptiſm by 
Anguftine, Cyprian, and ſuch lixc, was introduced, and by the 
Ratification and Enjoyameat of Popes, Councils, General, Na- 
tional or Provincial Synods, Kings, as abſolutely neceſſary, was 
Arensthned. ; 
Fohawnes Bohemins ſaith, © That Baptiſm of old was ad- 
* miniſtred ts none (unlicis upon urgent Neceſſity) but ta 
© ſuch as were before infiruged in the Faith, and catechiſed ; 
© but when it came te be judged Neceſſary to Everlaſting 
(Life, it was ordained that Intavts ſhould be baptized, and that 
' they ſhould have Godliathers and Godmothers, who ſhould be 
©Syreties fox Inſants, and ſhould renounce the Devil in their be- 
© halfs, it grew to this in the Romas-C arbelick:Charch, that at 
©the baptizing of a Child, the Pricſt 1. blews three times in the 
© Infants Face; 2. he anoints his Eyes, Ears and Noftrils with 
« Earth meiftned with his Spittle; $3. he names him, and marks 
© him with the ſign of the Croſs upen his Breaſt and Back with 
« Hallowed Oyle; 4. hedipshim into the Water, or pours Wa- 
© tex upon him three times ia form of a Croſs; 5. dipping his 
© Thumb inthc Holy Chriſm (as they call it) be ſigns the Childs 
*Foreiead with the ſign of the Croſs ; 6. he cevers him with 
© a WhiteGarment; 7. he puts into his Hand a Burning Candle, 
Lib. 2.'de Genttum moribm. 

When the psimitive Purity was turned frem, the one Baptiſm 
by the one Spirit into one Body loſt, then teamed ſuch like things 
out of the Bottomleſs Pit ints the Church ; and te gain Eftima- 
tion, they muſt be tiled Chrift's Commands, or at leaſt Apo- 
ſolical Traditions, Aeguſtin 
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Anguſtine (11*tis faid)) was the fiſt that preached the Ne- 
ceſſity of Infants Baptiſm, and as Nations became drunk with 
the Cup of Abomination and Fernication, idolatrous and ſtrange 
Errencous Doctrines fireamed out of Apaſtatized Chriftendom. 

About the year 402. the Ad/evitas Council, celebrated by 
ninety two Biſhops, put out this Canon, * All that affirm that

In the 5th General Council at Carthage, held in the yeas 416. 
*twas decreed, * That whoſoever denies, that little ChilCren by 
© Baptiſm are freed from Perdition, and eternally ſaved, let them 
© be accurſed. Tuis was confirmed and ratified by the ſaid Pope 
rmogg the thixd, after by Pope Zoſimns, after by Pope Bons- 

ace. 

Iſidere ſaith, * 1f Children were not baptized, ſo thereby re- 
*newed, and original Sin waſhed away, they were in aRate of 
Damnation, Aſads. ceat, 7. 

Pope Horwiſds ordained, © That Children, if they be weak, 
ſhould be baptizcd the ſame day in which they are born, Suwme 
Concil. en Pontsf. And what care is taken in this Nation for weak 
Children, to make ſure their Chyiſtendow (as they ſay) T may 
be filent. 

About the year 692. [oa King of the Weſt-Sexonz, ordained, 
© That every Infant ſhould be baptized within thirty dayes after 
© its Birth on the Penalty of his Parents forteiting thirty ſhillings; 
6 and if the Child dyed unbaptized, the whole Eftate. Theſe 
Saxons received The Faith of the Church of Rowe, from the mouth 
of Aufine the Monk, and others. 

About the year $16. the Council under Wolfred ordained, 
* That they ſhould not pour Water upes the Heads of Intaats, 
© but imwerge, that is, dip them in the Font, F-l. pag. 109. It 
ſcems they were for Dipping, not for Sprikling.

La nftine's Doftrine, Thet ClLilaren ber: or enbery, were 
damned, sf they 4d Wilies: Baptiſm, beiaz reccived & a Hea- 
venly Oracle, hence Inzants Baptiliu nas enjoyntd by Popes, 
Councils and Kings, and great Vivtue was acribed to it, as the 
taking away of Original S:n, and of regenerating Intants,- and 
zenewing of them, and freeing them !rom Perticion, and eter- 
nally avins them, and of making item Members of Chriſt, Chil- 
grenef God, and that i: made tie Receivers as pure and innocent 
as Ada was befor his Fall; theſe things being believed, Chuxch- 
m2n became Defenders aud Propegators of it, common people 
received it with Grecdinefs : Who would retulc an Eternal Iyheri- 
tance tendred upen ſuch terms? Thus Ignorance & Blindneſs enter- 
ing Chriſtendom, the Cuſtom and idolatrous Tradition of Infants 
Baptiſm became ſo epidemical and genera], as that in the eleventh 
Century it was ſcaxce queſtioned; inthis Ageit crept in, That 
Salt ſhonld be put into the Mouth of the Baptized, Magd. Cent. 
11. 

In the Diſcourſe between Dr. Harpsfield Arch-Deacon, and 
| Fohn Bradford Magtyr, this Bradford (aid, 1 dere notexciude frow 
| Cbriſt a that dye without Baptiſm. He placed not Salvation in vis 
| fible elementary Water; but the Rowar-Carbolicks are other- 
wiſe minded, and thruſt the Souls of Infants that dye without it 
into a Limbnsinfantur, a place very nigh Hell, and theix Bodigs 
aut of Chriftian-burial, into an Unhallowed Place; and in this 
Nation, who pretend to Reiormation, behind the Church (fo 
called) if grayted for burial to the Unbaptized, muft be recei- 
ved as a Favour, 

And tot'e Decrees ef Popes, Councils and Kings, there are 
ſeveral wreſted Scriptures aud ObjeCtions alledged for the defence 
and cenfirmation of Infants Baptiſm.

The Scripture bears record againſt t-at; the holy Spi- 
ri: tex on the ApoRles on the Cay of Pentecoſt; this was Chriſts 
Baptiſm, the Spirits Baptiſm, and here was no Water mage uſe 
of, Atr1,&2. yea, andin Mts 11.15. he call: the holy Spi- 
rit falling on them, the Spirits Baptiſm, without the Element of 
Water; as for Water, that he calls ZFobz's Baptiſm. 


ITI. Obj. Theſs that have right tothe Promiſe, they have right 
1s the Sealthereof;, but the Children of Beliawers have right tothe

Arſw. In Chriſt, the Promiſe of the Father, all the Kin- 
dzeds of the Earth obtain the Bleſſing; he is alſo the Covcoant

42.6. and that fuch as have right to the Promiſe, have right to 
the Seal thereof, that is a real Truth ; but that Dipping os 
Sprinkling of Infants ſhould be the Seal of the Covenant, that I 
deny, as Antichriſtian : conſider, the frft Covenant ſtood in 
Meats and Drinks, and divers Baptiſms, that is, Waſhinzs; it 
had a temporary Seal, to wit, Circumciien, Row. 4. 11. but

writing to the Saints at Epbeſ«s, he teſtified on their behalf, fay-

miſe, 
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wiſe, Epheſ, 1.73. Hecalls the Spixit the Seal of the New Ceo- 
venant, Chriſt, the Promiſe of the Father, not Baptiſm nos 

Rantiſm, dipping or Sroizkling. Further, he exharted them- in 

theſe words, Grieve mot the holy Spirit, whereby ye are ſealedtothe 
Day of Redemption, Ephel. 4.30. Hepreaches up theSpirit to 

be the Evangelical Seal of the New Cevenant, the Promiſe of the 
Father; ſs whopreach up Water-baptiſm to þe the Scal, they 

oppole the Apoſtles Teftimeny, deny the Lord's Privy and Roy- 

al Seal, and introduce another of mans making ; the ſealed are 

the Lord's Excellent Ones,his Worthics. And as for that Scrip- 

ture, Acts 2. 39. The Promiſe ts nnte you, and to your Children, 
writo al that arg afar off, even as many asthe Lord ſhallcall, This 
makes nothing for Water-baptiſm or Rantiſma to be the Evangeli- 
call Seal : Petey told the Houle of 1/rael, that the Promiſe was to 
them, to their Children, yea, to all the called of the Lord. Out- 
ward Water wasnot the Promiſe which they were te wait for, 
but a thing of a more Heavenly Nature. Chrift told the Jews, 
Tobs 8. 39. If ye wers Abraham's Children, ye would dothe works 
of Abraham : ſv that ſuch were the Children of Abraham, and 
had right to the Promiſe, who were found doing the Works of 
Abraham: yea, and the Apoftle told the Galatians, that they 
which were of Faith, were the Children-of Abraham, Gal. 3.7. 
ſuch Children as theſe have right to the Promiſe, and know the 
Seal thereof.

faithful men in the Faith; the Tongue of the Learned was their

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Al tothem, andinthem; and inthis Faith that Tongue was kept 
filent, which afterward brought the Darkne's into the Church : 
inthe Eye of divine llluminatien we ſce to before Auguftin war, 
or C)prian wa*, os Pope Innocent the thizd was, who (as *tis 
ſaid) fift eſtabliſhed Iofants-baptiſm, by ratifying the Canon ef 
the Milevitan Council; by this Eye weſce and feel to the Primi- 
tive Order, beſore the Apoſtary was, Chrift, the Apoſtles and 
primitive Church, inthe Beauty of Heavenly Virginity, taught 
no ſuch thing, as d:pping or fprizk/ing of Infagts, and in the Faith 
the primitive Ordes 1s to be preſſed after & contended for, & the 
Smoak of the Pit, Inventions, Traditions and Idolatrous Cuſtoms, 
utonfiftent with the living & Life-giving Truth are to be waered 
po—_ Id verum quod prize, prins qued ab initio, ab initio qued 
ab Apoſtolis, Tertul. contra Marcion, lib. 4 That is Truth, 
that was firſt; that was firſt, which was from the begioninz;

is Aipha and Omega, the Firſt and the Laſt, the mg and 
the End, glorified with the Father befere the Foundation 
of the World. Auguſtixe Biſhop of Hippo teſtified, ſaying, 
Cuſtom is not to be proferred before Truth, but ought te give 
place to the Trath : but whe plead for Infants-baptiſm or Ran- 
tin, they would keep Cuſtom in the Throne, and exclude Truth. 
Cyprias Biſhop of Carthage bare Teftimony, ſaying, *Cuftom 
© crept in among ſome people, ought not to hindes Truths pre- 
« railing and overcoming; for Cuftam without Truth is nething 
© but ancicat Error, wherefore forſaking Error, let us pueſue the 
©Truth. Theſe twe ſaidwell, though true it is, as their Wri- 
tings evidently demonſtrate, they were guilty of mingling their 
traditions, inventions and ipatinetions with the DoCtrine of Chriſt 


and of the Apoſtles.

who putting ingocent menupon the Rack, ſo torce them to ſpeak 
that which they never thought; ſuch are theſe, who wreſt the 
$criptures, to draw a ſenſe out of tkem which the boly Spirit 
never intended, ſe torturcsand perverts them as to make them 
ſpeak for maintaiting tholc things which wese not commanded 
ner ſpoken of in thoſe dayes wherein the Scriptures were given 
forth. After the Apoftles dayes Satan made an Encreachment 
wpon the Garden of the Lord, Earthly Exaltations of Darkneſs 
famed inte the Profeſſors of Chriftianxy, then theic udgment 
became carnal, and being not able to ſarour divine things, they 
wreſted thoſe Scriptures which ſpoke of the Water of Life, and 
applyed them to outrmard Water, afcribing inward Waſhing and 
Regeneration therete, whenas indeed external Water can con- 
tribute nothing thereunto in this place. Chriſt preached unto 
Nicedemns the Neceſſity of Regeneration, and informed him hoyy 
it was brought forth, net by outward Water, which can reach 

no ſurther then eutward things, hut by a Waterable te regew 
a man, te wake him a New, Holy ans Heavenly Creature, to 
diffolve the retten and loathlom Fabrick of unrenewed, untran(- 
formed man, where Belial is King, and to exect a Building in 
Righteouſneſs and truc Holineſs, where Chriſt 1s Monarch, fole 
Lord. Otkes Scriptures give witneſs to this, as Yobs 4. 10.

ſeaſe,; and none+ could be found, except the Child inthe Womb 
could be baptized; butif it might, then all was well : in order 
to this concern, a great Queſtion was propounded, Ar pers in 
utero poſſint baptizari, ita [aivars;, that is, Whether Children 11 
the Womb could be baptized, ſo ſaved, yea or may? This was look- 
ed upon as a Myftcrions Queſtion, and necefiary to be conficer- 
ed, and it ſet the moſt curieus Wits on work, and out of the 
Magazine of carnal Reafoning came this Concluſion : 


If a Wickened Child in the Mothers Wemb ſhall be in danger 


todye, thoreugh the Weaknels of the Mother or: of the Child, 
or thorough hard Labour, let them blcfs or pray for the Child, 
and let them ſtrengthen the Mothers Womb, let them commend 
the Child to God, with D-lires to baptize it, and can proteft, 
ſaying, The Fault is not in them why that Child is not baptized; 
the Obſervation ef theſe Ceremonies upon the Child's account, 
was judged equivalent to Baptiſm, and the Child concluded to be 
ſaved thorough its Parents Belief, Caſſander ds bepriſmo. Frus 
after the ingreſs of Apoſtacy, multitudes of Inventions were 
brought into the Church, and to the end they miglithave favour- 
able Entertainment, they were ſtiled Decent, and Dottrines of 
Chriſt, or Apoſtolical Traditions.

Of Fonts, and their Riſe. 


Some Authors mention, that when firſt they began to confer 
open Infants the Tradition of Baptiſm, they dipped themin Ri- 
vers or Fountains quarterly; but'in Winter the ſeaſon being cold, 
and Children tender, Fonts were invented, - and Children dipped 
or ſprinkled thercar. 

There is 2 Book, called, A View of the Civil and Eccleſiaſtical 
Law, written by one Sr. Thomas Ridley, wherein is written, that 

* TheRites of Baptiſm in the primitive Times were For 

* Ce 
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*ed in Rivers and Fountains, and this manner of baptizing (ſaith 
he) © the ancient Chuxch entertained from the Example of Chriſt, 
* who was baptized of John in Fordan ;, in thoſe Ages (faith he) 
* there were no Fonts; 

* Further (faith he) in the dayes we now live in, we hare no 
* other remainder of the Rite of baptizing in Rivers and Foun- 
* tains thenthevery Name ; henceitis (faithhe) that the VeC 
© ſels containing Baptiſmal Water are called Fonts, from the Latin 
* word Fontes, which fignifies Fountains. Confider, he acknow- 
ledges a great Degeneration from the Primitive Order. 

* Further (faith he) The Cuſtom of Dipping in Rivers and 
© Fountains being left off, Fonts were erefted inprivate Houſes. 
Thus Invention followed Invention, as Wave after Wave. 

© Further (faith he) Becauſe of the violent Perſecution of thoſe 
* dayes, they were debarred of that Convenience, and had re- 
* courſe to Woods, and ſuch like places, where they had fuch 
© Baptifterials as F. nts, with them, as they could. Ade ſaith the 
ſame. | 

But in more peaceable Times (faith he) they drew nearer, 
© and ſet their Fonts a little diftant from their Chusches, ſo called; 
© after they obtained toſet them in Church-Porches, and at laſt 
© sot them into the Church. As a Cloud by the Winds, fo *twas 
toſſed from place to place. 

«Further (he faith) that at the firſt they were not placed in 
© every Church, but in Cities, and that in the Mother Church, 
ſo called; and why in the Mother Church ? becaufe (faith he) 
« 25 xeople in their Mothers Wombs are born men, fo inthe Fonts 
* of Baptiſm, as in the Churches Womb, men are born Chriſt ans. 
Here Regeneration is aſcribed to Font-Water, an Antictriſtian 
Doetrine. : 

© Butinſucceeding times (faith he) it being conſidered, th:t 
* the Mother Church, fo called, was far off Towns and Villages, 
« and that in Winter ſeaſon people could not well repair thither, 
« tke Biſhop took occaſion to transfer the Rite of Baptiſm and Bu- 
« rial to the Rural Churches, fo called, together with the Rite of 
« Tythe, ſo made Parochial Churches.

Faith and Repentance were the Qualifications of ſuch who were 
aJmitted to Zehr's Baptiſm, the outwarg Cleanſing, a ſhadow of 
Chriſt's Baptifin, the Laver of Regeneration, Waſhing inward- 
ly, where the pure and undefaled Religion is known; John hap- 
tizednot Iniants, Sureties to engage for Infants Faith and Repen- 
tance when at years of Diſerction had not allowance inhis Mini-- 
ſtrationz when thorough the ingrels of Apoſtacy the ſaving {piri- 
tual Baptiſm was loft, the ſhadow got emtextainment in the 
Church; as the corruptible earthly part prevailed within, then 
men grew irreligious; thencredens being givento Asguſtsns Do- 
Arine-and others, That Children born er unbern were Damned, 
s/ they dyed unbaptized, hence the Neceſſity of Infants Baptiſm 
was concluded, and Church-men became Deienders and Propo- 
Eators of it : now.they being conſcious, that Children knew nq- 
tl.ins of Faith and Repentagce, Qualifications for 7obn's Water+ 
b:ptifin, through the Door of this conſideration crept in Gad- 
tathers and Godmothers to be Sureties for Infants, and to- re+ 
nounce the Devil in thcir behalfs, and to Promiſe and Vow, that 
when taofe Infants are grown up to years of Diſcretien, they 
ſhall both belicve and repent, a thing not heeded by one of many, 
though lozmerly promiſed.

fies affinity, alliance: as ſor « ſhe Goſſip the.Belge called fuch a 
one Ghemveder, which is compounded of Ghe with, and moed:r 
Mother : ſuch a one in the northern parts is uſually called a Core- 
mether : for further confirmation of this thing, it was ordained in 
the ſeventh Century, That no Goffips might Aſarry together, be- 
cauſe of the Fiiritnrl Afrity and Kilation they had contratited ct 
the Font, Madg. pag. 1 47. 

Id the tenth Century it creptin, That Goſſips were to pat on white 
Garments 4 well 'as the Prieſts and the Baptized, Madg. Cent.10. 
That is, at or about the baptizing of any one, both Prieſt,Goſſipe, 
and the Party baptized put on White Garments, 
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Of the Chriſom. +0 


Of old the Cuſtom was (when the Earthly Mind turned to 
Earthly Rudiments and Elements) to baptize none till at years 
of D'Cretion, and the Baptized for certaindayes put on a white 
Garment; in Imitation hereof, when [nfants are now baptized, 
they have on their Heads a White © loth, called a Chriſow; why 
called a Chr:ſow ? becauſe a white Cloth, at the fuſt Inſtitution 
ofir, was put upona Childs Head, newly anointed with Chri/om, 
a hallowed Oyntment among Papiſts, after Baptilm; ſo from 
this Oyntment, this Chriſom, the White Cloth, as*tis ſaid, was 
called Chriſow; now? tis taken for the White Cloth put upon a 
Child newly chriſtned (as *tis called) in token of its Baptiſna ; and 
its uſually brouzht to the Church, 'ocalled, at the day of Church- 
ing the Woman, and pinned behind her Head; an1 in many 
places it 's beſtowed upon the Prieſt; and in ſome places Money 
inſtead thereof. 

Thus the In-dwellings of Truth being loft, and turned from, 
after the primitive times, ceremonies, 1mvertions, Cuſtorrs, buman 
traditions, as Sprinkling of Infants, Godfath:rs, Godmothers, 
Go] ps, Commothers, Chriſom, Chriſoms, Sign of the Croſs, c. 
ſprung up among the Profeſſors of Chriftianity, as Weeds in 
untilled Grounds, yet to gain acceptance they are ſtiled by many 
Commands of Chrifh, or at the leaſt Apoſiolical Traditions. 

Now after Rantiſm, that is, Pronk/ing of Infants, was recei- 
ved into the Churches as a DoQrine mcet to be obſerved, -and a!- 
fo Supream Aut! orities and Church-Liturgies in divers Coun- 
tries commending and commanding it, hence the Clergy, fo cal- 
led, juiged themſelvesconcerned to propogate and defend the 
lame, it being that Nonconformity is not the Way to Prefer- 
ment ; yet in divers Ages, ſeveral who had Glimpſes of Hea- 
venly Light in them 5 queſtioned Infants baptsſm, yea,and eiteermr-

Trent taught, That at the Font a ffiritnal Kindred and Relation 
was contratted between the baptized Child, its Payents, and the God- 
fathers and Godmother; ſuch a near Relationas that a Council de- 
creed as followeth, Let rere Marry with Godfathtr or Godmother, 
whoever doth this,/et the ſame be accounted as a Heathen until they be 
ſeperated, and let them ds Pennance TwentyTears, Canon Niczni 

Concili;ex Codice Arabico. Summa Concil et Pontif. Chriſt and 
the Apoftles taught not fo,but that true Fellowſhip, Brotherhood 
and Siſterhood is in the Ligheof Life. Now 
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Now to what hath been ſpoken concerning John's typical Mini- 
firation of Water-baptiſm, which many would net have to be a 
Shadew, 1 further add ; that the Zews before Fobn's time, under 
the firft Covenant, had their Baptiſm or Waſhing; if any ene 
was made unclean by the touch of a Dead Body, he was to be 
made clean by the Water of Seperation,ſo thatthe Few:had their 
{anliopis dw vexevr, a Baptiſm or Waſhing after the teuch- 
ing of a Dead Body : thus much faith Gedwys in his Jewiſh Antie 
gaiticsy, Hethat u waſhed or baptized (as the Septuagint renders 
it) after the touching of a Dead Body, if be touch it again, whas 
avail; bis Waſhing, Eccleſ. 34.25. In the firſt Covenant (faith 
the Apeftle ) rhere was mach Obſervation of Meats, Drinks, and 
divers Waſhings, or Baptiſms, as the Greek renders it, Meb.g.1o., 
Now Chrift, the End of the firſt Covenant, he put an End to the 
Shadows and Figures, to the Water of Separation without, to 
the divers Wafhings oz Baptiſms without, as Legal and Figura- 
tive, ordained to continue till the time of Reformation, the Pre- 
rogative of Chriſt Jeſus, who introduced a Spiritual Baptiſm, 
by a Living Water, having a Living Effet, waſhing inwardly,

Efore the Armies of 1/rae! went harnefſed out of efpypr, 
the Lord inſtituted a Paſſover, ſs called, becauſe ”. ah 
ing the Firſt born of «zypr, both of Man and Beaſt, 

0 and in executing Judgment upon all thetr Gods, the Houſes of the 
Iſraelites were paſſed over: What were the Jſraclites to do ? 
Every Houſe was to take a Lamb without Blemiſh, &c. and cat 
it within the Doors, with Unlcavencd Bread : How were they 
tocatit? With their Loyns girded up, with Shoes on their Feet, 
with Staves in their Hands : Who were tocat of it? The Iſrae- 
liter, no Stranger was to eat thereof, no Uncircumciſed Perſon, 
Exod. 12. Who paſs thorow the Miniftration of Condemnati- 
on, to Chriſt tho Evangelical Paſſover, the fpiritual Paſchal 

Lamb, they truly read this thing. 
1 Now Chriſt, who came not to deſtroy the Law, but to fulfil 
it, before he was ſacrificed up, or the Hand-writing blotted out, 
or nailed to the Crols, the Hour approaching of Nis departing 
out of Agype (as I mayfiay) aperverle, froward, gain-faying, 
contraditing, liite-oppoſing World, to de glorified with the Fa- 
ther, as he was glorified with him before the World was, he

5, 
16.Wih Deſires 1 have deſired to eat this Paſſover with you before [ 
ſaffer :, for I ſay unto you, 1will not any more eat roar, witil it be 
fulfilled in the Kingdom of God. Mark, the outward Paſſoyes 
was to be futfilled in the Kingdom of God in the Church : How ? 
By aboliſhing the old Paſſover, and introducing, tkatis, bring- 
ing in the Evangelical Paſſover, tke Subſtance, Chriſt, theſpir:- 
tual Paſchal Lamb. Pawl gave record to this, to the Corinthians, 
Purge owt the old Leaven, thas ye maybe 4 new Lwmp; for even 
Chriſt our Paſſover us ſacrificed for w, 1Coryg.7. Whoare come 
te this Lamb without Blemiſh, they are crowned with a continu- 
al-Feftiral. 
' At the Paſſover Chriſt took Bread and bleſſed it, brake it, and 
gave it to his Diſciples, ſaying, Take, eat, Ts!o i717} £6us 
1”, this is wy Body; From theſe words no ſmall Confuſion 
hath riſen among School-mev, and Profeſſors of Chriftianity, as 
hereafter may beſcen: Thu « my Body; thatis, this betokens, 
denotes, ſignifies or ſhadows out my Body; the word ['@] is 
often ſo taken, as by ſeveral Scriptural Inſtances it may appear : 
Foſeph1aid unto Pharaoh, The ſeven good Kine are ſeven years, and 
the ſeven coed Ears of Corn are ſeven years; that is, fignifieth or 
betokeneth ſeven years, Gen.q1.259,26. The ſevenStars are the 
Angels of the ſeven Churches, Rev. 1. 20. that is, denotes, 
betokens,nr ſignifies them. And the ſeven Heads are ſeven Monn- 
tains, on which the Woman ſuteth, «n1 the ten Horns areten Kings; 
that is, ſi-nifies, hetokens or denotes theſe things, Rev.17.1,15, 
And Zech.y. 3. The flying Rl is the Curſe;, that is, ſignifies or 
betokens the Curle: The Shadows of the Old Teſwment are ſaid 
to cxpiate, becaufe they were Types of Expiation by Chriſt, 
So 1 Cor.

Moreever, Chriſt took the Cup, and 
gaveit to them, ſaying, Drink ye all of it, for this is my Blood, - 
ſignibes and denotes my Bleod , Wine quenches the Thirſt, in- 
creaſes Strength, baniſhes Sorrow, cauſeth Mirth, gladdens the 
Heart, adds Courage; Chriſt ſaid it was to be fulfilled in the 
Kingdom of-God, inthe Church, the primitive Chucches waſh- 
edinthe Bleod of the Lamb, wefe Witnefles hereof, thorow 
Draughts of the Cup oi Bleſſing, in pourings of the —_— 
ing Spirit, they made Melody in their Hearts to the Lord; this 
Cup of Blcſſing made Paul and Silas Ling Praiſes unto God, 
though in an inner Priſon, and theis Feet faſt in the Stocks, 
Att: 16. 

Further, Paul put the Corinthian, (who were jangling and in 
Diſorder) in mind of Chriſt's Inftitution, faying, 7 received of 
the Lord that which 1 delivered antg you;, he wh them how he 
took Bread and the Cup, and bad > 2s cat and drink in remem- 
brance of him ; for as often 4s ye rat this Bread, and drink this 
Cup, ye ds ſhew the Lord's Death till hocome, 1 Gor. 11. 23,%c. 

Chriſt, though he departcd as touching his outwaxd Maniteſta- 
tion, yet he comforted them with Promiſes of returning; ſo 
thouoh he departed inthe Fleſh, yet he returned in Spirit, 1»! 
praythe Father, and he ſhall give you the Comforter, that he may a- 
bids with you forever. Again, 1 will n0t leave you comportleſs, I 
will come to you. Again, The Comforter, which is the Holy Ghoſt, 
be ſhall teach you all things,and bring allthings to your Remembrance, 
whatſcever I have ſaid unto you, John 14.16, 18, 26. Again, 
Chrift ſaid unto his Diſciples, Ir a for you thas I go away, 


if I go net away, the Comforter will not come;, bit if 1 depart, 1 


wit. 
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will ſend him unto you, and be will guide you tntoah Truth; and 

ſhew yer things to come, John 16.7, 13. So their eating the out- 

ward Bread, and drinking the Cup, was in Remembrance of him, 

till he came ;. and when he was returned in Spirit, and reycaledin 

them, their Comforter, their faithſul Remembrancer, their 

Guide into all Truth, then they had that in them which the Bread 
and Wine repreſented. 

Paul, writing to. the Corimthians, took them from the Out- 
ward to thejlnward, ſaying, Chriſt is 5m you, except you be Repro- 

bates, 2 Cor. 13.5. And We havethis Treaſure in Earthen Veſ- 
ſels, 2 Cor.4.7. And The Myftery hid from Age; and Generats- 
ons was, Chriſt in them the Hope of Glory, Col. 1. 29, Thus 
Chriſt being in them, what need was there of Bread and Wine 
to keep them in Remembrance of him till he came ? 

Now Fohr, a Witneſs of his{piritual Appearance, bare record, 
ſaying, We know that the Sor of Ged 11come, end hath given 14 an 
Underſtanding, to know him that is true, and we are in himthat is 
true, even in his Son FeſwChrift, 1 John 5.20. 

Pzul travelled in birth for the Galatsars, until Chrift was for- 
med in them (Gal. 4. ig.) intie Apeſtlesdayes, and while the 
Church kept the Faith an1 primitive Order, the Life of Jcus 
was manifeſt in their mortal Bedies, the Heavenl Birth was 
brought forth in them, Chriſt, the Bread of God, Bread of 
Life, Living Bread, which whoeat of live forever, Fobn 6. the 
redeemed Churches, waſhed in the Bloed of the Lamb, wiacſ- 
ſed this, fo had the thing inthem, ſignified by outward Bread an4 
Wine. 

Further, Paul writing to the Corinthians, ſantified by Faith 

in Chriſt Jeſus, called to be Saints, ſaid, / Seak_arto w/e men, 
judre ye what 1 ſay;, the Cup of Bleſſing, which we bleſs, is it nt 
the Communion of the Blood of Chr:#? the Bread whith we break, 
#5 it not the Communion of the Body of Chrift ? wa are all Parta- 
kers of that one Bread, 1 Cor. 10.15. This Cup and this Bread 
know none but who follow Chriſt in the Regeneration; the out- 
ward minc fe:ds en Husxs, drinks the Cup of Abomination ; but 
in the Croſs a renewing is known, a Hungriag after the Bread of 
Lifc is known, the immortal Secd is kgown, 10 which the Fami- 


lies

lies of theEarth are bleſſed; A ſpoke of a Cup, of a Bread, 
which oaly the Wiſe in the Wiſdom of Gad had knowledge of: 
Now the primitive Ciriftian;, living Stones, being come to the 
the End of Shadows, teſtified againſt the Shadows, and Cid not 
itick in them, nos jangle about them 3; the Kingdom of God 
ſtands not in Meat and Drink, but in Righteouinels, Peace and 
Joy in the Holy Spirit, Ro». 14.17. not 1a Bread and Wine, but 
inthe ſecond Adaw, the quicken'ns Spirit, the Eal of Shadows. 
Paxl wrote to the Colloſſans, layins, . Let yo man udze you in 
Meat, or in Drink, &c. which are a Shadow of things to come, 
but the Body 1s of Chriſt, Col. 2.16, '7. Bread and Wine are 
Shadows as well as the outward Paſſover, and Chriſt is that in his 
People Which the Shadows pointed at. To him that overcomes 
(faith C hriſt ) will [give to eat of the hidd:n Manna, Rev.2. 17. 
He promiſes a Food of a more ſpiritual nature, then outward 
Bread & Wine,a Food hidden from the wiſe and prudent,yea,and 
from that Mind that ſticks in the Shadows. Further faid the true 
and faithful Witneſs, Rev. 3.20. Beho!d I ſtand at the Daor and 
knock; if any man hear my Voice, ard open the Door, Iwillcome 
into him, and will ſup with him, and he with me : This is the Goſ- 
pel-communion, here was fto outward Bread nor Wine, Cup nor 
Chalice, but here is that Which the bread and wine pointed at, the 
ciip of bleſſinzg, If we walk in the Light, as be is in the Light, 
we have Fellowſhip one with another, an{the Blood of Feſus Chrijt 
cleanſerh us from all fin, 1 Toh. 1.7,  Inthe Light Fellowſhip with 
the Lordis known, and Fellowſhip orc with another; and the 
Word is known, which became Fleſh, and tabernacles in man, 
thisthe Redeemedeat, feed on, diſcern; and though it beſaid, 
T he Fleſh profitteth nothing, Joh. 6. and that Fleſh and Blood can- 
not snherit the Kingdom of God, 1 Cor. 15. yet 'tis ſaid, Except 
yo eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and drink_bis Blood, ye have 
no Life in you: and he that eateth my Flefh, and d: inks my Blood, 
dwelleth in me, and I 14 him, Joh. 6. And Paxl ſaid, We are 
Adembers of his Body, of his Fleſh, and of his Bones, Epheſ. 5.30. 
And theſe are no contradiQtion+, but fulfilled in the ground of 
Self-denyal, in the croſs to the mortal, the Lords Death is ſhew- 
ed forth till he come, who lives forever, who aboliſhes Death, 
and brings Life and — to light thorow the _ 
2 Tim 


2 Tm. 1.10. yea, an1 Joh. 3. 4 The ſame that deſcended, the 
fame is aſcended, and is fleſh and bone, and nouriſhes: the Soul 
to.ctertia} Liſe z here the end of Shadows is known. Auguſtin 
faid truly, if truly andlivingly read, To eat Chri/t, 15 to believe 
in Chriſt ;, why prevideſt thou a Tooth aud a Belly? believe only and 
thou haſt eaten : Faith centers in the eternal Word, in the quick- 
ning Word; ſothat is revealed w-ich fulfils outward Shadows, 
othes things as well as Bread and Wine, were not of perpetual 
continuance, nor needful to be praftiſed in the Church, after 
theis bounds and ſeaſon, Febn 13. 14,15. Atts 15. 28,29. Faw. 
5-14. Paulteſtified ſaying, Her ceforth know we r.0 man after the 
fleſh, yea, thou;h we have kiown Chriſt after the fleſh, yet now 
henceforth we know him no more, 2 Cor. 5.16. Pani was lo ſpi- 
ritualized, as that he centered in nothing below the eternal Sub- 
ſtance; he ſtickt not inBread 2nd Wine, or any other Shadow, - 
but in fervency of ſpirit waited to be comprehended in the pre- 
fixed Life, as a man that ſo looks for a loſt Jewel, that he over- 
looks all belidesit; outward things reach no fuxther then fleſhly 
Knowledge, but a ſpiritual Underſtanding is revealed in, by, and 
thorow that which is ſpiritual. 


Of Tranſubſtantiation. 


Though 1/reel ſaw the Wonders of the Lord in <Agypr, the 
Execution of his Judgments for their Deliverance, though the 
Lord went before them by Day in a Pillar of a Cloud, and by 
Night in a Pillar of Fire, theugb they. paſſed thorow the Red 
Sea as upon ar Land, and ſaw the /Zzypriars drowned, fo 
that thorow a ſenſe of his Power and misbty 2s they fang a 
Song of Praiſe and Thankſgiving unto the Lord. taying, He was 
£loriowin Holineſs,fearful in Irasſcs,domg Wonders; yet coming 
unto Mount $:#..4,0n to which Moſes was catled,and continued 40 
Dayes and 40 Nights,//rae! fell into a ſpiritual LetHargy, to for- 
get the Lord and bis Noble Afts; and !lofing the ſenſe oi the pure, 
living, inviſible, eternal God, they cryed for artificial Gods, 
Gods of Mans waking, faying to Aaron,Up, make ws Gods, which 
ſhall TY before a, for as for this Moſes, that brousht ws ont of the 
Lara of Egypt, we wet what is become of him, Exod. 32. Aa- 
70s 
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ron made them a Calf, and they ſaid, Theſe be thy Gods, O Ifracl, 
which brought thee up ont of the Land of Egypt; thus loſing the fenſe 


of the __ Lite-giving God, they turned to, crycd up, 
t 


and aſcribed 


eir Deliverance to a Molten Calf, faſhioned with 


a Graving-Tool. Inthe a_—_ days and primitive times, while 
their Garments were undefiled, being Branches of the Heavenly 
Olive, kept their Heavenly Places in Chriſt Jefiis, they had the 
Bread of Life, Water of Life, Heavenly Manna, the Word 
'that becameFleſh in the perfumed Houſes of fantified Hearts, 
they drank of the Cup of Salvation, the Cup of — they 


were come to Mount Sion, they were Members of the 


ew 7e- 


ruſalem, they were in the ſpiritual Worſhip, they came to the 
Life, Sum, Subſtance of all Types, Figures, Shadows, and all 
thorow the Operation of Chriſt Jeſus in them, who led them 
from the cA&:yptian-Bondage of Helliſh Pharaoh, old Abeddon, 
the Deſtroyes; they knew the Prince of Peace, Chriſt Jelus ; 
and their Labour and living concern was, that in all things he 
might have the Preeminence. But in dayes ſucceeding the' Apo- 
ſtles, when the Myſtery of Iniquity, which the Apoſtle faw in- 
wardly workinz in his day, was more and more manifeſted, the 
Star faln from Heaven, Sun and - ir Carkned, the Purity of the 
primitive Church ſpoiled, through the Smoke of the bottomleſs 
Pit; through the Darkneſs and Deluſion of this Smoke, they 
loſt the bread of Life, the cup of bleſſing within, ſo came to re- 
aſſume bread and wine without, and let in a Sea of Confuſion a- 
bout the fare, ſome miniſtring it to all, ſome to Believers only, 
ſometime to Young Children, ſometime to Dead People, &c. 
and the more the Smoke aroſe out of the Pit, the greater Dark- 
nefs entred the Profeſſors of Chriſtianity; till at length, like as 


Iſrael, having loſt the ſenſe of the living God, call 


for Gods 


without, ſo had a Melten Calf, and worſhipped-theſame, aſcri- 
bing their Deliverances thereunto, even ſo apoſtatized Chreftsa- 


nity having loft the Bread of Life, the Cup of Bl 


, Chriſt 


Jetus, thorow the in-ſtcamings of the bottomleſs Pit, they muſt 
have an artificial Chriſt; how is that ? ſince the Apoſtles dayes, 
when the Life and Power of Godlineſs was lofty then this Do- 
Qrine came to be pzeacht, That Bread and Wine after it he con- 
lecrated by the Pricft, isno m_ Bread and Wine, but theve- 

2 
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ry Chriſt, that was born of the Virgin, ſv to. be worſhipped ; 
that the Bread arid Wine by the conſecration of the Prieft,is tran- 
ſubſtantiated, thavtis, changed into the very Bedy and Blood of 
Chriſt; feom this came the word Tranſabſtantiation:; this Do- 
Qrine is grounded upon thoſe words, This is my Body ;, for from 
thele words Papiſts ſay, Chriſt is preſent tran(u ſtartially; Lu- 
theran ſay, conſubſtantially; Calvinifts lay, He is preſent ſacra- 
mentally, Author of the Naked Truth. 

Whether the Bread and Wine after conſecration be tranſub- 
ftantiated or not, hath been and is much eontroverted betwixt Pa- 
pifts and Proteſtants. One ſaid, 


Corpore de Chriſti lis eſt, de ſanguine lis eff, 
Lis eſt de modo, non babitura modun. 

How Bread and Wine the living Chriſt ſhould be, 
'Tis controverted muc+, men difazree. 


The Council of Trezr, hegun in the year 1545. andothers 
taught, That Bread and Wine being conſecrated by the Prieſt, 
is turned into the true, real, ſubſtantial Body of Chriſt, Fleſh, 
Blood, Bones, &c. even the ſame that was born of the Virgin, 
bread into his body, wine inte his blood; an1 that this conſecrate1 
Hoft being offered to God by the Pricſt, is a Propitiatory Sacri- 
fice for the Quick and the Dead, and that men are thereby re- 
conciled to GoJ1, and t}-at itinuſt be worſhipped, an: carried a- 
bout in Procefſions; and that ſuch as denyed the ſame, ſhould be 
Anathewa, accuricd : And net only this Council, but a!- 
ſo the Lateran Council, Pope Nicholas, Pope Leo, Pope Inno- 
cent, Pope Pius the fourth, Pope Vitor, Pope Honerims, Qc. 
taught the ſame; for denying of this Nocrine, many have been 
burned to Aſtes, as Eccleſiaſtical Writers teftific, Summa Concil. 
et Pontif. Oruphriae. 

Pepe Innxcen; the third invented Pixes and Boxes (as *tis ſaid) 
to put the facramental Bread in. 

Again, fuck Reverence came to be given te conſecrated Bread 
without, when the bread of life was turned from, yea, and the 
true Worſhip of Ged inSpirit and in Truth, that a Council put 
out a Canon, forbidding Wemen to reccive the Euchariſt, that i, 
tne 
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the conſecrated Hoſt, with bars lands, Coneil. Antiſid. Summa 
Cor:cul. et Pontif, 
Koman-Cathe'ichy tall of a Miracle of an'Afs, that left his Pro- 
Yender to worſhip the conſecrated Hoſt; on ſuch Conce't as this 
Gaith Adede) the DoRrine of Tranſubſtantiationis grounded. 


Of Aawvation given to the Conſecrated” Hoſt. 


"When it came to be believed, that bread after conſecration was 
the very Chrift, the Lzmbof God that takes away the ſins of the 
World;then Popes and Councils ordained, that at certain times it 
ſhould be lifted up above the Prieſts Head,and that at the heaving 
of it up aBc#ſhovld be rung,and that all that hear its found,ſhould 
not only do low Obeyſance,but fall down ontheir Knees,and with 
Hands lifted up towards Heaven worſhip it, and fay Pater Nofter, 
ox ſome other Praycr; they ordained alfo, that it ſhould be 
torn te the Sick with great Reverence, and that with lighted 
 Caudles, though atnoonday, for the fame they inſtituted a fo- 

lean Feaſt, called, Grp Chriſts Day, on which the conſecrated 
Hoſt is born about, liſted up and worſhipped. 

Further, *Twas enjoyned, That if a Prieſt wereecalled in the 
Night ſeaſon to houſel the Sick, and there ſpent alt his Hoſts, as 
he came Homeward he was to put out the Candle, left the peo- 
ple ſhould adore the empty Tabernacle: fuch asread the Canons 
of Pope Henorims, Gregory the ninth, Pope Jnnecent, Pope-Cle- 
ment the fifth, their Lives and Councils in theis dayce, they may 
ſee theſe things. 

In Frexce (faith Heylis, in his Survey of the Eftate of France) 
a couple of Priefts carries the Hoſt under a Canopy, before it go- 
eth a Bell continually tinkling, all in Houſes perceiving their God 
to £0 by, make ſome ſhew of Reverence, all in the Streets with 
bended Knee”, and elevated Hands doit Honour z tothe Prote. 
ftams,itisas a Watch-Peal to be gone, left for their 'zreverence 
they be knocked down: in this (faith he) is a ſwatch of Twrciſm, 
who when they hcar the Cryers bawling in their Streets, they 
fall preftrate 0n the Ground, where-cver they are, and kils it 
thrice, ſo perform their Devotions to Mahomet ; their carrying 
it about the Streets hath a touch of J«4«iſm, from the Levites 
carrying 
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*carrying about the Ark ontheir Shoulders; their Adoration ofit 
is eſpecially from Gentiliſm; for never any people but Heathey 
(faith he) afforded divine Honeurs to things inanimate. Thus 
when Heavenly Salt, Wiſdom from above, was loſt within, 
-multitudes of -Inventio!s ſwarmed into Apoſtatized Chriſtendom. 

Lantfantiwxz in his firft Book of Inftitutions, taxed the Gentiles 


-of Ridiculouſneſs, who wosſhipped 7epeter as a God, Cam enn- 
dem tamen Saturno et Rhea gentiuam confiterentur, {eeing they fo 
perfeftly knew his Original, much more are they to be blamed, 
who impeſe upon the people the Adoration of a-Dead God, 
prir.cipie non ita fuit, it wasnot ſo from the the beginning, Hey- 
lins Survey, &c. 

Chrift {aid 'unto his Diſciples, Take, eat, this 15 my Body, 
this denotes, ſignifies, betokens my Body ; what bread and wine 
is to the body of man, that is Chriſt the Bread of Life, his Fleſh, 
his Blood to the Soul; the DoQtrine of Bread-worſhip, Invoca- 
tion of Saints, Worſhipping of Images, and many other peftilent 
Errors have ſteamed into the Church, from the'mi-underftanding 
and miſ-interpretation of Scriptures, faith Rainold in his Orati. 
ons. Faxl,who had the Mind of Chriſt,a feeling & ſenſe of Chriſts 
Inſtitution, ſaid thrice in a Breath (as 1 may lay) that the Pread 
after it was bleſſed, or Thanks were given, which is called Con- 
ſecration,remained Bread, he called it fo, and he called it what it 
was z his words imply not his belief of Tranfubſtantiation, but 
expreſly the contrary, 1Cor. 11. 26, 27, 28. 

Again, Mat. 26. Chriſt took the Cup, end gave Thanks, ard 
bad them drink, ſaying, This 6s my Bl. o !, that is, fignifies, be- 
tokens or holds out my Blood ; not his Blood after Conlecration, 
but a Shadow of his blood; his own words immediately follow- 
ing evidently demonſtrates this, / wiEnot drink, henceforth of the 
Fruit of the Vine;, he calls what was in the Cup, the Fruit of the 
Vine; now his Blood was not the Fruit of the Vine, but Wine 
is the Fruit of the Vine; wntil chat day when I drink_ it new with 
10K in my Fathers Kingdom, \aith he; now, whoever ſay, that 
Bread and Wine after Conſecration is Chriſt's Fleſh and Blood, 
confides this, Did Chrift cat his own Body ? Did he drink bis 
own Blood ? youſay, confecrated Bread and Wine is Chrift's 
Fleh an]Blood, and Chriſt cat and drank thereof; what Con- 
ſequences 
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ſequences would follow this Dofrine ? Chriſt, his Fleſh, his 
Bloed, is hid from apoftatized Ages and Generations; his Word 
became Fleſh, living Food, Food of living Souls; . Chriſt -is the 
living Bread, whichcame down from Heaven; his Fleſh is the | 
Bread that he gives; who came from Heaven, - given for the Life 
of the World; but periſhing Bread and Wire, though conſe- 
crated a thouſand times, came not from Heaven; this faid he, who 
alſo ſaid, The Fleſh profirreth norbing git #s the Spirit that quickeneth;, 
and the words that [ſpeak _unto you they are Syirit,and they are Life, 
obn 6. 

: And whereas Pawlfaid to the Coriathiams, As often as ye ea8 this 
Bread and Drink this Cup, ye de ſhew the Lords Drath till ve come, 
1 Cor.11.26.Now if the conſecrated Hoſt wereChrifſt,then he were 
come;then how is it done till he come,and were it proper toſay,till 
he come,when he is already come? Chriſt was obedient to Death, 
even the Death of the Croſs ;, & the Corinthians were in the Croſs 
ia the daily dying, having Taftes of the eternal Inheritance, aud, in 
the dying; he comes with perfe& Conqueſt,aboliſhing Death,and 
bringing Life and Immortality to Light. And Pax! ſaid, The 
ds ye, as often as ye drinkst in remembrarce of me; this plainly 
ſhews, that cenſecrated Bread and Wine is not his Body; where 
his Body is there is no need of a Repreſentation; conſecrated 
Bread works not the Works ef the true Chrift, the true and 
faithful Witneſs, fo is not Chriſt. 

Chriſt, called alſo Jeſus, by interpretation a Saviewr, ſuch is 
his Name, fuch is his Nature; he faves his People from their 
Sins, Mat. 1. 21. thorow his inward Operatien they become 
new Creatures, Ged's Workmanſhip, in a word of Beth-avesn, 
that is, 8 Houſe of Vanity or Iniquity, they become Bethel,that is, 
the Houſe of God,Sbarers in the Riches & Peace of the Lords Fa- 
mily ; conſecrated Bread effects not theſe things in theReceivers, 
thouch a thouſand times «© anſecrated & received,ſo is not the Virz 
gins Birth ; Fob teſtified laying, The Blood of Jeſus Chriſt ctenſeth 
a from all ſin,tJoh 1.7.t)-is is the effetual remedy;the Lords Can- 
dle finds many a foul Flaw in man; fuch as believe are reduce into 
the Order ef the heavenly Truth: the Apeſtle further bare record, 
ſaying, He loved us, and waſhed us from our ſuas in bus own _

Rev. 1.3, 6. ani hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto God, 
Kings to reign in Truths Dominion over the Earth, over the 
World, over Lyſts, over ſpiritual Adverſarics, Priefts to offer 
a Sacrifice of Praiſe and Thankſgiving unto the Lord ; to this Dig- 
nity Bread and Wine, though a thouſaud times conſecrated, can- 
net bring. 

Again, The true Chriſt, the Virgins Birth, is the ſame to day, 
yeſterday and forever, incorruptible, periſhes not, immortal, 
the Holy One ſecs not Corruption ; but Bread and Wine,though 
conſecrated, corrupts, periſhes, grows mouldy, loſes Vertue, 
Taſte, Savour, ſais not the Body and Blood of Thriſt : and the 
Diſciples were net to labour for the Mcat which periſhes, but for 
that Mcat which endureth unto everlaſting Lite, John 6. 2 7. 

Again, Thorow the Body of Chriſt the faithful become dead 
te the Law, to be married to Chriſt, toe be fruitful unts God, 
Rom. 7. 4. dead to the aw, dead to lin, yea, and the Law of 
the Spirit of Life in Chriſt Jeſus makes free from the Law of Sin 
and Death, Ree. 8. 2,10. but the conſecrated Hoſt hath not this 
Operation in man, but leaves men alive in Sin, dead to God, fo 
not Chriſt bed-,not his foſh,not his b/ood : Chrift ſaid to the Fews, 
Tour Fathers did eat Manna tn the Wilderneſs, and are dead; fuch 
Minds as ſtick in Viſtbles are dead in Sins and Trefpaſſes, though 
conſecrated by Man, they quicken not, it is the Spirit that quick- 
neth; and he that exts of the Bread (aith Chriſt) that comes frow 
Heaven,theWord,Chriſt's Fleſh,he kevwwsa Vivifie ation,4Quick- 
ning, he dyes not, but lives forever, John 6. and *tis the Lord

After the Dune Tigas w_ _”-—_ the + ag wo of 
Apoftacy, and over-ſpreading of that foul Leprofic, the living 
Bread a living Cup was loft, thenftreamed in a Sea of Contu- 
ſion, as I ſaid' befare, the Heavenly Rey of pure Knowledge 
and Divine Underſtanding was loſt, things of God became as a 
Book ſealed with ſeven Seals,the Opener and Fulkiller of the $crip- 
tures of Truth came ina high ete belaft, then a Cloud of 
Miſ-apprehenfiens and Mit-interpretations of Scriptures invol- 
ved the Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, then thorow a Miſ-apprehen- 
Gon and Miſ-underſtanding of that Scri of Chriſt, Excepr 
ye eat the Fleſhof the Sonof Man, and drink_bis Blood, ye bave 
ne Life in you, John 6. 5 3. the Fathers fell into that Error, that 
None but Communicants conld bo ſaved, whereupon they gave the 
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Sacrament (fe called) to Infants, and put it into the Mouthes 
of Dead Men, &:c. Auguſtine Biſhop of Hippo was thus mind-- 
ed, as ars by this his follewinz Conetuſion, t' at Jr # in vein 
ro promyſe Salvation and Life Eternal to lutle Chilaren, wnlcſithey 
be baptized, and receive the Body and Blood of Chriſt, . ſi; ce the 
Neceſſity of thers both i atteſted by ſo wary, ſo great, aid drvine 
Teſtrwonies. 

This Pratice of givins the Sacrament to Infants crept in the 
early Ages of the World, became wonderiul general, and con- 
cinued abbve fix hundred years in the Church, till the time of 
Charlemain; ſome were ſo rift init, as that a Canon enjoyn- 
ed, That baytized Infants ſhould receive the Communion before 
they ſacked, or received any other Noariſhmest : the ſame is or hath 
been obſerved by the Greeks, eAthiopians, Bohemians, Mo 
ravians ;, and that this was enjoyned by Popes,Biſhops,&c. theſe 
following Authors teſtifie, recourſe being had to their Canons, . 
Conſtitutiens, &c. Pope Innecent, Paganinu Gandentins Theol, 
de moribus ſeculi. Nicephorns in Hiſtor. Eceleſ. Jobawnes Langims 
Anguftin, Taylors worthy Communicant, chap.3. Alcninus, Adal- 
donate ow John 6. dnthor of the Naked Truth, Gretiua. 

Notwithſtanding Pope Innocent had appointed the Sacra- 
ment to be given to Infants, and it became in a wanner uni- 
verſal, of long contiguance, yet the Council of Trent put out 
this Canon, If any cnt ſhall ſay, that the Communien of the Eucha- 
rift, that is, conſecrated. Bread, ts neceſſary for Children before 
they attain un: 0 years of Diſcretion,” let him be Anathema, accarſed, 
Concil. Trident. Se&. 3. Can. 4. Here the Pope, who cannot 
err, as 'tis ſaid, came to be queſtioned, his DoQrine, Augſtin's 
Do&rine, and the Church Pratice for above fix huxited years, 
came to þe caft out as {furious by the Trent Council : What was 
become of the Unity of the Spirit, and the Spirit of the Pro- 
phets, which is {ubjett to the Prophets: Some ſaid, 


Ebrias, Infantes, Erronew, atque furentes, 
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Of giving the Sacrament, ſo called,to Dead Prople. 


From the before-mentioned Scripture, Excepr ve eat the Fleſh 
of che Son of an, end drink. hs Blood, ye have mo Life 1m you 
John 6. yz. the Fat! ers in the Degeneration from the primitive, 
Faith, Do&rine, Whrſhip and Pradtice, /fell into rhe Gulf of 
that Conceit, That none but Commanicants ſhould partaks of the 
bl:ſſednefs. of Salvation;, upon which they not only gave Sacra- 
mental Bread,&c. to Infants, but pur it into the Mouthes of Dead 
Men : © Thee were ſome (laith Sperke, the Kings Chaplain, 
© pag. 127.) that baptized the Bead, and put the Sacramental- 
© Bread intheir Mouths, as their Y:aticum, judbing it better to 
© hare fach a neceffary Ordinance by Proxy then altogether to 
* go without it. That fuch a thing was in uſe in the Church 
may be certainly concluded, ſrom the fixth Canon of the third 
Council of Carthage, *tis gherxe apparent, that that Council con- 
demned certain Hereticks, who thruſt the Sacrathental Bread in- 
to the Mouths of Dead Men, yea, andthe fixth-general Coun- 
cil at Conſtantinople was concerned to eradicate the Tarcs' of that 
Deluſion and ſmoky Conceit, faying, Let none grove vbe Enchariſt, 
that ts ſacramental Bread, ts the Dead; for it written, Take, 
and eat ;, but the Dead are neither in a Capacity totaks nor to eat, 
Summa Copeil. et Pontif. Thus the Cup of Bleſſing being loſt, 
they received at the old Serpents hand the Cup of  Abomination, 
manera Delufions and Conceits, and they were drunk 
therewith. 
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' Of Time, and Times of taking the Sacrament. 


As the Churches inthe Apoſtles Cay; and primitive Ages grew 
vp inthe ſanRifying Faith, inthe purifying Hope, thorow the 
Croſs of Chriſt, the Life of Jeſuscame to be manifeſted. in theis 
mortal Bodies, they were true and living Witnefſes of Fellow- 
ſhip with the Lord, thorow the Leadings and Teachings of the 
Anointing ; they knew Chriſt fupping with them, and they with 
him, without outward Bread and Wine, being inthe Heavenly 
Banquetting Houſe, in the End and Subftance of all Types, Ft- 
gure and Shadows, but as the Serpent leducing Eve, brought in 
a world of Wickedneſs, ſo the fame by litile and little wearing 
the Church from the Simplicity that us in Chriſt Jeſus, brought 
in a flood of Confuſion, an cartity Mind within, turned te carth- 
I - a and Shadows without, Elements and Rudiments, lo- 

ing the Life of Communion within, they placed it in Shadows 
without, and much Confuſion and Uncertainty hath been in the 
Church about the Times of taking it, as appears inthe Writings 
of Men. 

Very anczetly (ſaith Polydor)) Chriſtians took the Exchariſt, 
that #4, the ſacramental Broad, every dayin the Morning, and 
Faſting, Polydor lib. 5. 

After this Auguſtin laid, Thu daily taking of the Communion of 
the Excharit, ] neither Praiſe nor blame; yet my Perſwaſion is, 
that wen take it every Lords Dey: his Perſwaſion very likely took 
place; heec: it came to be called, Paris hebdomadarin, Weed» 
lyBread. Polydor hb. 5. 

Zephyrinua afterwards appointed, That all Coriſtians, who 
were come to ſutable years, ſbould ence a year at leaſt, take the St 
crament, namely, at Eaſter: Once every day, now once i year 
will ſerve ; cither much of Zeal was in the one, or ry of 
Coldneſs was in the other. Polyd. lib. 5. 

Fabian afterwards cſtabliſhed, That men ſhould take the Sa- 
erament thrice in the year, if not oftner, at Eafter, Pentecoſt, and 
Chriſtmas, Polyd. lib. 5. Sumwa Concil. et Pontif. 

Anacletu commanded, That they that wowld not take the Sacra- 
were 
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went, ſhould be excommunicated as Probe Perſoss, Polyd. lib. y. 
Several are of another Diipelition in this our Age, whe ſhew not 
much diflike at peoples Refuſal of the Sacrament, provide they 
give them the ſame Price as they de who take it; but refuſing 
that, War is prepared. | 


Concerning the Com munien Op. 


In the primitive Times, the Church of living Stones was under 
the Rule and Government of the bleſſed Spirit, in and thorow 
which the -Cry- and living Soul-breathing was, Abbe Father; 
here the Cup of Salvation, of Conſo/ation, of Bleffing, full of 
Righteouſnefs, Peace, Jey, Aſſurance, Heavenly Riches was 
plentifully drunk of, this being loſt thorew the Smoke, Inchant- 
ments, Delufioas, pompous Shew, bewitching Splendor, Mif- 
leadings, Muzlings and enfatuating Mleights of Anticheiſt, and 
men faſt bound in the Dungegn of f{piritual Servitude, and toil- 
ing in the Entanglements of Will-worſhip, Self-righteouſneſs, 
Traditions, Conccits, in this condition the Cup of Abomination 
and fpiritual Fornication got entrance, making Nations drunk, 
and in the barren Wilderneſs of this State, there hath been no 
little jangling about the Sacramental Cup without, as of what 
Mettal it ſhould be made of; ſome have been for Wood, fome 
for Glaſs, ſome for Pewter, ſome for Gvld, ſome for Silves, 
as may be affuredly concluded by the Canons:and Conſtitutions 
of Popes, Kings, Arch-Biſhops, Provincial Councils,&c. 

It is very clear (faith Polydor)tharthe Cups uſed in the conſecrati- 
on of divine Blood was at «1 firſt made of Wood, de Invent. lib.z. 
cap. 12. 

Zepherinu afterwards commanded, That Glaf Cups ſhould be 
uſed, not Wood Cups, as before, Polyd. lib. 2. cap» 12 LEE 

Succeeders «krewed a Peg higher, the former Decree by little 
and little vaniſhed, and it was conſtituted, That Golden, Sil- 
Ay or at the leaſt Penter Cups or Chalices ſhould be uſed, Polydor 
lÞ. 2. 4 
Bonifacina Martyr and Biſhop, ſaid, Formerly Gelden _ 
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did wake / of Wood Cops or Chalices , but now onthe coltrary, 


Woed Priefts uſe Golden Chaltees. 

As the Apoeſtatical Pomp and Splendor increaſed, fs the kmple 
and hemely uſe of Wood Cups came to be generally hifſed at 
andſleighted, fo that the Provincial Triburienſian Council decree- 
ed thus, We decree, that henceforth no Prieſt may by any naans 
proſume to maks the ſacred AMdyflery of the Body and Blood of - our 
Lord inWoed Cups or Chalices, Surama Concil. et:Pontif. 

Our King Edgar put out a Canan to this purpoſe, laying, We 
reach, that every Chalice or Cup, % herein = one ſhallcanſecrate 
the Euchariſt, ſhall be of Molten Mettal, andnet at atticon 
ira Wood Cup or Chalice, :

to the xeal Body and Blood of Chrift. 


How Communin in both Kinds was forbiddey. 


That Chriſt gave Bread and Wine unto his Difciples:is unde- 
niable; Pau! mentioning the Inſtitution vato the Corintbians, 
mentions both, as *tis evident the Bread repreſented his Bedy, 
the Bread of Lite, that nouriſhes the Soul to eternal Life; the 
Wine his Blood, which they came to witneſs to cleanſe them 
f-omall fin, as they kept to the Head, thorow the Ligament of 
living Faith, they came to the End of. all F igures, te partake of 
the one Bread, one in al};-butin the dark scign of Apoſtacy they 
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re-aſſiitned the Shadows, and divided Chrifendem into Clergy; 
thatis, Teackers, and Laity, that is, all others out of Holy 
Oxders, ſs; called; but all the Faithful are the Lord's Let, as 
Atts 26. 18. tranſlated there /nbtritaxce, but properly ligriifies 
Lot, if the Greek, Copies be conſaſted, and makes nothing for, 
but againft the diftinftion of Clergy apd Laity, Leighs Crit. 
However, the Diſtinion hath found continuance in the Church ; 
andinthe vear 131g, Pope /nnocent the third Cid firſt of all; as 
'tis recorded, forbid that the Lay People ſhould receive their ' 
Communion in both kinds, he would allow them Bread; but no: 
Drink; $is kind of Communion (as *tis ſaid) was not before the 
Council 6f Conſtance, where inthe thirtecnth Seſſion they depri- 
ved the People of the Cup : yea, and a Canon was put out, 1ay- 
ing in down-right andexpreſs terms : | 
If any one ſhall deny whole and entire Chriſt, the Fountain and. 
Author of alt Graces, to be taken under one Species of Bread, Cc, 
let him be Anathema, accar fed. 
" Thus in this, as in other things, it appears, that net enly the:

I have ſhewed before, how Pope /nxocent the third, and the 
Council of Conffdace denyed the Cup to the Laity, ſo.called;, one 
Eckims complying with this Doftrine, gives at irrational Reaſon 
for it, The Laity (faith he) ought to content themſeluss with the 
Bread only, becauſe, equi donati non ſunt is{piciendi dentes, that. 
is, agift Horſe w not robe looked in the dence, Apud Manlium 
inloc. com. He thought belike, that Lay Mca- could net claim. 
any Right $0 the Bread neither. oo 
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Bellarmine grants, that they have Right to the Bread, but 
adds, that in eating the Bread tranſubſtantiated by the Prieſt ints 
the Body of Chrift, they drink, hs Blood alſo. But Lombard 
(his Maſtes) conrraifts this his DoQrine, ſaying, That the 
Bread 1s mot turned but onto Chriſts Fleſh, ner the Wine but into 
his Blood. 

t Let himthat iscrowned with Heavenly Wiſdom, judge whe- 
ther thele Contradiftions beſpeak them to be Builders of Sion, a

The Council of Conſtence acknowledged, that Chrift inftitu- 
ted and adminiftred both Bread and Wine, ramen hoc non obflante, 
yet. notwithſtanding the Authority of the holy Canens and 
= Cuſtom of the Church hath and doth deny the Cup to the 

ITY. 

Bur to return, Neither did Chriſt take Money for the Bread 
and Wine which he gave to any; but as the fpirit of Setfiſh- 
neſs entred the Temple of the Church, it produced other Ef- 
fets: ſurely there wa; occaſion why the ſixth general Council of 
Conſtantinople decreed, © That no Biſhop, Pricſt or Deacon, ad- 
* miniftring the Communion to people, ſhould take any Money 
© whatever of them for the ſame; and that, who as did ſhould 
© be depoſed, Sxmma Concil. et Pontsf. 

Yet notwithſtanding the Conftamiropolitan Canon in Proteſtaxe 
Churches now, the Pariſh buyes Bread and Wine, and the Prieſt 
ſells it them again, that the Prieſt may have monny at Eefter, 
ſo that many otherwiſe zealous for the eſtabliſhed Miniſtry, 
blame their Miniſters, their ſpiritual Hoſt-, as they call them, 
that firſt the Pariſh muſt buy Bread and Wine, and give it to the 
Minifter, and then the Miniſter give it ta the People, and after 
call for a Reckoning, yea, and force ſuch as neither bite nor ſup 
thercef to reckon and pay. 

Let us hear the Lord's Proclamation, Ho, every one that thirfl- 
eth, come ye to the Waters, to the Water of Life, the Cupof 
Salvation, Conſolation and Bleſſing; a fpiritual Thirft is called 
for, neither Money nor Price. And further, Hs that hath no

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« Meney, come ye, buy and ear, yeacome, buy Wine and Milk with- 


out Mon:y and without Price. Here is Bread, and Wine, 20d

ea, and Revel. 22. 17. The Spirit and the Bride ſay, come ;, 
end let him that hearcth ſay, come;, and lit bim that 14 athwrſt 
come ;,, and whoſoever will, let him take the Water of Life free- 
ly. Hereis Communion, Royal Communion, Water of Lite, 
Bread of Lite, the Cup of Bleſſing, freely, without Money 
or Price. 

But their Voice is not the Voice of the Spirit, nor of the 
Bride, nor of him that heaveth, nor of him that is athirft, 
who forces Money and Price for Bread and Wine, the Shadow, 
not only from the Receiver, but the Non-recciver alſo ;, for 
where Chriſt's Doctrine and the Apoſtles is tranſgreſſed, his 
Inſtitution for Goſpel-Maintenance violated, their Voice is the 
Voice of Bal/aam, who was for Gifts, Rewards, Wages of 
Unrighteouſneſs, filthy Lucre, who have nothing but the Sha+ 
dow, which maketh not alive, they make Gain of it, fell it ; 
but who are Members of Chriſt's Body, of his Fleſh, of his 
Bones, as freely they have received the Bread of Life, fo they 
freely give.

The outward Few had ſcveral Feafts of cſpecial Solemnity, 
which ſhadowed out a ſpiritual Feaft under the Goſpel-Diſpen- 
ſation, to be truly and inwardly witneſſed in the purifies Hou 
ſcs of inward Jews. 


The outward Yew was to obſerve the Feaſt of the a” 
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of Unleavened Bread, wherein for ſeven diyes they wete te 
cat Unleavened Bread, no Leaven was ts be feund in their Hou 
les, Exed.23. 

* The outward Jew was to obſerve the Feaft of Pentecoſt, in- 

ſtituted in Remembrance of the Law delivered unto 49/es in 
the Mount, fifty dayes aftcr theis departure out of «£gypr ; 
this was called the Feaſt of Weeks, in which they were to ot- 
fer a new Meat-Offcring unto the Lord, Levit. 23. a Tribute 
of a Free-will Offering, Dea. 26. 

The outward Jew was to abſcrve the Feaſt of Itarveſt, the 
firſt ripe Fruits of the Land were to be offered unto the Lord, 
Exed. 22. As allo the Feaſt of In-gathering, when Fruits 
were gathered in, and this was to contiaue fevendayes, called 
alſo the Feaſt of Tabernacles, Exed.23. Levit. 21. 

Morcover, The outward Yew was to obſerve theFeaft of At- 
tonement, &c. 

Now Chriſt Jeſus put an End to all theſe, as Typical, Sha- 
dews, Figures, being the End of the Law for Righteouſneſs to! 
every one that believes, the inward Fews, the truly Gathered 
of the Loxd, had the true ſenſe aad feeling hereof, bearing re- 
cord to Chriſt Jeſus, their Paſſover, their Unleavened Bread, 
Bread of Life, their ſpiritual Law-giver, making them free from 
the Law of Sin and Death, they were come to the Evanzelical 
Mecat-Offering, to the Free-will Offering, they bare recerd to# 
Chriſt, the Firft Fruits oi them that leep; they knew the Evan- 

elical ly gprnerieg, baving Heavenly Treaſure in Earthen Veſ- 
fs; they knew a Tabernacle not of man's building ; Yohn tefti- 
fied, ſaying, The Werd became Fleſb, endrabernacled in w, dwelt 
inus asin a Tabernacle, fo they ſaw his Glory ; and the Taber- 
nacle of God is with men, and he will in-dwell in them, Xev. 
34.3, yea, and by Chriſt they were Witneſſes of Attonement 
the inward Jews, Called and Choſen, were come to the End 
of-the Jewiſh Shadows, Feaſts, as other things z they were 
ceme ta the Joy of the holy Spivit, to the Marriage"Supper of 
the Lamb} theſe knew a Goqgd Conſcience to be a continual Feaſt; 
bleffed are they which are called unto the Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb, if they obey his Call, and ſrame not Exculcy, as thoſe

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 Gneſts did mentioned by the Evangelift : and that the Apoſtles 
who were come to the End of Few:ſh Obſcrvances, as o Days,, 
and Feafts, did-inftitute others, I have not found nor obſerved, 
further then that the Churches in the Apoſtles dayes uſually ga- 
thered together, to wait upon and worſhip the living God on the 
Firt Day of the Week; and in primitive Times, the Obferva- 
tion of it was as a Badge of Chriſtsanity;, when the Queſtion was 
propounded, Servaſts Dominicum ? Haſt thou kept the Lord's 
Day? the Anſwes was returned, Chriſtianus ſum, imtermittere 
non poſſuw; Tama Chriſtian, I cannot but keep the Lord's Day : 
© But Proteffors of Chriſtianity are grown perfeRtly prophane, 
* (faith one) as that they can play on that day without Book, 
Trapp. *©Let us keep that day (faith /gnatiw) in a ſpiritual 
* manner, rejoycing in the Meditation of the Law, 'not in the 
| *Refſt of the Body, .Epift. 3. 4d Magneſ. The Apoſtle i Chriſt, 
the End of the Few:ſh Obſervation of Dayes, ſaid thus, He that 
obſerves a Day, he obſerves itto the Lord, Rom. 14.6. 1o ſay we. 
Further, the Galatians Judaizing, turning to beggarly Rudi- 
ments, Paul wrote unto them, ſaying, Te obſerve Days,/Aoreths, 
Times and Tears ;, 1 eamaſraidof you, Gal.4.10, 11. Now, as 
the Apoftacy prevailed, the Sun-ſhine of the Evangelical Day 
v-as loft, then they brought in multitudes of Saints Dayes, fo 
called, to be obſerved to this and that Saint, till ſuchtimes as all 
the Dayes of a Year were not ſufficient to afford a particular 
Day to each Saints whom they defired ts honour with a Feſti- 
val, then came in A#-Saints Day, fo called, and among other 
dayes ſet apart, inthe year 1254. Pope T'rban the fourth or- 
dained the Feaft of the Sacrament of the Altar, with Indu)gen- 
ces and Pardons; in this Degeneration of Chriftianity came in 
(as I ſaid before) theſe things; and as for Chriſtmas, Shroveride, 
Cc. the very Names diſcover their Founders, and thoſe that 
plead for the Obſervation of thole Times are generally the great- 
eſt Prophaners thereof,in Sports, Games, vicious Courſes, Obſer- 
vers rather of the Rule of Sardauapalu (whoſaid, Fade, bibs, 
laude, poſt mortem nulla yoluptas;, Eat, drink, play, &c.) then of 
Chriſt Jeſus. M

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Concerning the word Sacrament, and Enchariſt, 


The old Roman Soldiers took an Oath, to betrue totheir Gene- 
ral, to live and dye with him; and that Oath was called, Sacr«- 
mentummilitare, Rivet, Horace. Now when the Roman Em- 
pire turned Chriſtians by the lump, and painted themſelves with 
the Form of Godlineſs, few beautified with the Power and Vir- 
tue thezeof, they began to apply the Term of their Heathen 
Cuſtors to the Signs or Shadow of the Chrsfsan Church, ſo that 
the word Secrawent came from the Heathen Romans, Leigh. 

Tertulkan is faid to be the firſt who uled the word Sacramerr, 
in order to the Signs or Figures of the Chuxch, who was abour 
the year 210. | 

It is a word not found in the Scriptures, if truly tranſlated, 
yet it hath got ſuch rooting among the Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, 
as thatif any Jeny it, they are branded as Hereticks and Schifma- 
ticks by Papsſts atid Proteſtants; Now, as it were toallure peo- 
ple into a Revevence and Veneration of it, Papiſts intheir Trarſ- 
lations, have put it in the Body of the Scripture; for, whereas 
Paul ſaid, 1 vis 12 agreat Myſtery, but I teak concerning Chriſb 
andthe Church, Ephel.y. 32. their Tranſlations render tt, Thi 
$5.4 great Sacramest. But true it is, the Engliſh Tranſlation is - 
truc herein, and the Pepsfts Tranſlation isfaulty; and their num- 
ber of ſeven Sacraments they have from Peter Lombard, they 
are not mentioned in any Scripture, but firft deviſed by Peter 
Lombard, Bellarwine's Maſter, firſt decreed by Engenine the 
fourth, firſt confirmed is the Provincial Council of Senes, after 
in the Council of Trezr, Leigh, Chamier de uc. lib. 4. cap. 2. 
And our Engliſh Tranſlations have the word Sacramert inthe Con- 
tents of the tenth Chapter of the firſt to the Cormehians; butthe 
Diviſion of the Scripture into Chapter and Verſe is not from the 
Authors thereof, but of late time; as alſo, the inſesting in of 
the Contents, many Al/wenacks inform us of the Authers hereof, 

Now as fos the word Excharsft; Lukeand Paal ipeaking of the 
Inſtitution, mention,how Feſws Chriſt rook Bread, and tv,agidlions, 
Emncbariſteſas, that is, giving Thanks: Now from the Greek word 
Enchars/tc/as, 
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Fucbarifteſs, the Saxrament ((o called) came alfo to be called 
Eachariſt : and after Chriſt had taken the Cup, and given thanks, 
and = it unto his Dilciples, after this Conſecration, as *tis 
called, Chrift called it the Fruir of che Vine; now if the Wine 
had been really tranſmuted, c-anged into the Blood of Chriſt, 
then it hadnot been the Fruit of the Vine; but faith he, / nil 
08 drink henceforth of the Fruit of the Vine, uutil that day, 
when I drink_it new with you 13 my Father's Kingdom, Matth. 26. 
Pater preaching Chriſt to Correlias, laid, That they did Eat and 
Drink with Chriſt aftcr be roſe from the Dead, Adtts 10. 


This Teſtimony I have givenconcerning Bread and Wine, 
which Tertxthan, Origen, Ambreſe, Auguſtine, Ferom, Chryſec- 
ſtom, Baſil and many otherscall Figures, Types, Shadows,%c. 
though their Writings be very uncertain; and my Teſtimony is, 
That Chrift is the End of all Figures, Types and Shadows, as 
before 3 true Union, Communion and Soul-feeding is in the 
Light of the living God, in Chriſt, whoſe Life is the Light of 
Men, the Soul's Food. Now, inciting the Teftimanics of men 
who were ſince the primitive Times, I do it not to build mens 
Faith, or my own, on the Authorities of Men, but for the Con» 
viction of ſuch who plead, thas ancient Writers are Unanimoui, 
yea, and Harmeniow tn defending ſuch and ſuch things: and who 
turnfrom divine Grace manifeſted, fuch know not the Mouth nor 
ti.e Stomach, which feeds upon Heavenly Food, Bread of L- fe, 
the Word that became Fleih, ſuch diſcern not the Lord's Body ; 
but cleaving to that which is carthly, are carnallized thereby, 
made earthly-minded, laboutin2 for the Meat that petriſheth, 
a3] drinc not the Cup of Bleitinz, but become drunk with the 
Cupof Fornication, from the Preſence of the Lamb. 


Now, to what hath been ſpoken, l further ad, Thatthe Fews 
Paffover, with its Appurtenances, was ended and fulfilled by Je- 
{us C* rift, Chriſt wa circumciſed; he taught in the Temple, 
hefaid to the cleanſed Leper, Slew thy ſelf rotor Prirft, and of- 
fer a Gift according tothe Law: thus Chriſt, the Subſtance, the 
End of the Law, tic Endo' theShado xs, owne | them in their 
1ca:0n, 
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ſeaſon, before he was offered up, or the HanJ-writia2 nailed ts 
the Croſs; and as Chriſt owned other Shadows in their ſeaſon, 
before he was effcred up, ſohe owned the Paſſover, in which the 
Fews had their Bread and Wine, bleſſed and conſecrated it, pro- 
ving t-eſame to be a Shadow, ſo by Chriſt fulfilled and ended. 

7. The Fews in cating the Paſcal Lamb, tooka Cup of Wine, 
blefſed and confecratedit, fo it palled round the Table ; this was 
called [ Bircath-hajajin'] che Blefſing of the Cup; in this manncr 
Chrift began js Supper, Luke 22. 19,18. 

2, The Jews in catin? their Paſcal Lamb, took Break, blefied 
and conſecrated it, and after conſecration all were to cat thesc- 
of; this conſecration of the' Bread they called [Bircath balecherJ 
the Bleſſing of Bread; thus Chriſt took Bread, bleſſed it, and 
gaVc it te kis Diſciples. 

$- The Jews at the end of their Paſſover took a Cup of Wine, 
and blefſedit, and called it [Bircath hamazon] ſo after the Sup- 
per Chriſt tosk the Cup, Lukg 22. 20. this ſaith Go in his 
lewiſh Antiquities. Thus Chriſt, the End of the Jews Ws, 
the Life and Subſtance they pointed at, owned the Shadows be- 
forc he was offered up; but being xeturned inSpirit, the End of 
the Jewiſh Paſſover, Bread and Wine, was manifeſted ;, and the 
Apoftle preached Chriſt to be their Paſſover, the Bread of Life, 
Cup of Bleſſings, the End of Jewsſh Figures.
